For reasons which it is not hard to guess, the Sultan 
of Turkey is displeased with the action of the United 
States in raising its diplomatic representative at Con- 
stantinople to the grade of ambassador, but it is proba- 
ble that on second thought he will accept the situation as 
gracefully as possible and make the best of it. He has 
for many years treated his obligations to the United 
States with studied indifference and has done so with im- 
punity for the reason that the American representative 
in Constantinople, being only a minister, has been able 
to gain audience with the Sultan only when the latter 
felt like it, which was not often. But with an American 
ambassador on the ground, with the right to demand au- 
dience as the personal representative of the President, 
it is plain that the interests of the United States would 
require considerably more attention from the Turkish 
government than they have received heretofore, and it 
is because of that fact that the Sultan is opposed to the 
elevation in rank of the present minister to the grade of 
ambassador. Congress at its recent session enacted a 
law-authorizing the change, and we do not see how the 
Sultan’s displeasure can affect the situation one way or 
the other. Of course, by refusing to recognize the Amer- 
ican ambassador and by declining to appoint an ambas- 
sador to represent him in Washington he might force a 
suspension of diplomatic intercourse between the two 
governments, but he is entirely too shrewd to resort to 
measures so arbitrary and indefensible. Nevertheless it 
devolves upon him to determine what the diplomatic re- 
lations between the two nations shall be.

Now that Captain Dreyfus has been reinstated in the 
army of France and promoted to the grade of major, it is 
worth reealling that the monstrous conspiracy which 
blighted his career reacted with vengeful force upon the 
rogues who planned it, Were is the record of their in- 
vlorious fate: Major Hsterhazy—The real traitor and 
author of the bordereau, tool of the conspirators, died in 
exile and wretched poverty in London. Colonel Sand- 
herr—Chief of General Staff, who first accused Dreyfus 
of writing the bordereau, was dismissed from the army in 
lisgrace. Major Du Patty de Clam—The officer who 
vlaced Dreyfus under arrest, was dismissed from the army. 
Colonel Henry—Chief of General Staff succeeding Pic- 
quart, confessed that he forged documents used as proof 
against Dreyfus and committed suicide in prison. Gen- 
eral De Boisdeffre—Chief of General Staff who had 
charge of the ‘dossier,’ retired from army in disgrace. 
(teneral Mercier—Minister of War who blocked revision 
1 telling Parliament publication of the “dossier” would 
plunge France into war with Germany, was retired from 
vimy in disgrace, As for the two principal victims of 
the clique in the French army, Dreyfus is now a major in 

erack regiment and Colonel Picquart a brigadier gen- 
‘ral and chief of a squadron of artillery. Dreyfus is also 
io be enrolled in the Legion of Honor, and not only 
I‘rance, but the whole world applauds the final decision 
in the famous Dreyfus case.

There is some likelihood that the arrival of the U.S.S. 
Marblehead, Comdr, Richard T. Mulligan, U.S.N., com- 
iianding, at La Libertad, San Salvador, on July 16, may 
open the way for an amicable settlement of the trouble 
lhetween the republics of San Salvador and Guatemala 
\hich, as noted in these columns last week, has brought 
sbout a state of war. The governments of both the re- 
publics named have agreed to a suspension of hostilities 
pending negotiations between peace commissioners to be 
»ppointed by each of them, and it is stated in press des- 
patehes from Washington that Commander Mulligan has 
heen instructed to place the Marblehead at the disposal 
of the governments of San Salvador and Guatemala for 
the use of the commissioners. The United States Gov- 


ernment will take no part in the peace negotiations, but 
the American diplomatic representatives in the belliger- 


ent countries will interest themselves in the selection of 
peace commissioners and will probably conduct these com- 
missioners on the Marblehead beyond the three-mile limit 
to sea, and if called upon will advise them in a friendly 
way. The U.S.S. Marietta was thus employed six or eight 
years ago in bringing about peace between Costa Rica 
and Salvador, the Philadelphia played a similar part at 
Panama during a revolution there about ten years ago, 
and more recently Commander—now Captain—Dilling- 
ham brought the Monte Christi insurgents and the Do- 
minican government agents together off Monte Christi 
and peace was negotiated on the deck of the Detroit.

Mr. William Jennings Bryan, the distinguished Ameri- 
can citizen who is now touring Europe, declares himself 





strongly in favor of a reduction of naval armaments, but 


like all the others who believe as he does, Mr. Bryan ut- 
terly fails to tell us how disarmament can be accom- 
plished. We are all in favor of it, just as we are in fa- 
yor of some process that will abolish disease and make 
good health contagious, but it is one thing to name the 
desire and quite another thing to realize it. The enor- 
mous expansion of military and naval strength now in 
progress in the great nations of the world is one of the 
most ominous tendencies of modern civilization, and it is 
imposing a burden of expense upon mankind which can- 
not be borne indefinitely, but the problem cannot be 
solved nor its consequences averted by mere theorizing. 
Whenever a real statesman comes forward with a prac- 
tical scheme for reducing armaments the world will hail 
him as a benefactor, but he has not yet appeared. In 
the absence of a plan that will be acceptable to the great 
powers and which shall effect a just and equitable reduc- 
tion of armaments any step in that direction by a single 
power on its own initiative would be more likely to pre- 
cipitate war than to insure the maintenance of peace. 
In a word, all conditions, military, political and com- 
mercial, throughout the world to-day give added force 
and meaning to the admonition: ‘When the strong man 
armed keepeth his house, his goods are in peace.”

The French are about to establish a training college 
for engineer students, upon the lines of the existing in- 
stitution at Brest for the preparation of executive offi- 
cers. “In France,” says Le Yacht, “the executive and 
engineering lines have always been regarded as separate 
specialities. Vague notions as to combining the two 
were floating about some five years ago in the days of 
M. Lanessan, but the idea fell through. Both in the old 
system and that now established the engineer officers 
form a separate class, and from engineer student to en- 
gineer-in-chief there is nothing to distract the attention 
of the officers from their duties, which are limited to the 
care of engines and boilers. Quite a different policy has 
been followed in other navies. Adopting the lead given 
by America, England is trying the experiment of a com- 
mon entry for executives and engineers. With no little 
astonishment we Frenchmen have seen the British Ad- 
miralty affirm the principle that one and the same offi- 
cer may be made available for duty on deck and in the 
engine room. ‘To us it appears unavoidable that our 
neighbors, who generally show such good judgment, 
must very soon retrace their steps. In any case, we find 
it easier to understand the action of Japan, which, after 
attempting to follow the example of America, quickly 
perceived that the fusion was impracticable, and gave 
up the attempt.”

“Walter Reed and Yellow Fever” is the title of a 
handsome volume published by McClure, Phillips and 
Company, New York, in which the author, Prof. Howard 
A. Kelly, of Johns Hopkins University, has embodied a 
notably complete and admirably arranged biography of 
the late Dr. Walter Reed, Med. Dept., U.S.A., whose 
researches and discoveries with regard to the prevention 
of yellow fever in Cuba during the Spanish War justly 
rank among the noblest achievements of modern medical 
science. Professor Kelly not only enjoyed the personal 
friendship of Doctor Reed and was thus familiar with 
his purposes, ambitions and ideals, but he has been aided 
in the preparation of the present work by a vast collec- 
tion of correspondence, documents, ete., placed at his 
disposal by Mrs. Reed and various relatives and friends 
of the lamented surgeon, The volume is therefore some- 
thing more than a biography in that it presents a review 
of the long and painstaking study of yellow fever to 
which Doctor Reed assigned himself, together with a 
graphie account of the processes and methods through 
which his great final triumph was achieved. The work 
is not only a valuable professional contribution to the 
literature of the dreadful disease which Doctor Reed 
finally conquered, but, in the personal sense, a sympa- 
thetic and discriminating story of a noble and useful life.

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Capt. Alfred T. Mahan, U.S.N., in a paper on the bat- 
tle of the Sea of Japan, which appears in the Proceedings 
of the Naval Institute, utters an earnest protest against 
the growing tendency toward sacrificing all other consid- 
erations to the mere element of bigness in warship types. 
“This wilful premature antiquating of good vessels,’’ he 
contends, “is a growing and wanton evil. Our present 
condition is that of abandoning all attempt at a guiding 
conception of types, or standards, except the crude one 
that each ship must be bigger than the last. The ulti- 
mate tendency of this, of course, will be to make ships 
after too short a time unequal to a place in the line. The 
moral effect is still worse, for it is inducing, in the Navy 





as in the public, a simple trust in bigness, and, what is 
worse, an absence of trust in anything but bigness. Un- 
doubtedly, if all other things—skill, courage, numbers, 
combinations, fortitude—are the same on both sides, big- 
ness, barring accidents, will carry the day; but when 
have all other things been the same? We are putting 
in the foremost place of consideration that which mili- 
tary history shows to be the least of several factors.”

Admiral Sir E. R. Freemantle, of the British navy, 
joins with Captain Mahan, U.S.N., in deprecating the 
increasing demand for bigness in warships. “We may 
build Dreadnoughts,” says Admiral Freemantle in the 
current number of the British Navy League Journal, 
“but already in France, Germany, America and Japan 
rivals of the great ship are in hand, and I regret, with 
Captain Mahan, this ‘race of size in shipbuilding,’ which 
in his National Review article of last month he attri- 
butes to the ‘will-o’-the-wisp of higher speed,’ ever urg- 
ing us on to increase of bulk. This is‘a large question. 
It is certainly true that a Dreadnought is far superior 
to an Edward VII. as a fighting unit, while the latter is 
equally superior to a Queen, and so the race goes merrily 
on, with co-relative increase of cost in docks and basins. 
Yet it will be found that for many purposes monster 
battleships are unsuitable, and I cannot but regret that 
we have unnecessarily, as it seems to me, led the way 
in the national competition. On the question of cruisers 
there is much to be said. In the first place, what is a 
cruiser? We speak of armored ‘cruisers,’ but, as Cap- 
tain Mahan and a writer in Blackwood urge, the huge 
armored cruiser is a ‘capital ship.’ She is not used as 
an independent cruiser in the way frigates were em- 
ployed in the old war. In the recent war the armored 
cruisers were principally employed by both sides as sup- 
plemental battleships, much as detached squadrons of 
fast seventy-fours were used in the old wars. In our 
recent difficulty with Turkey this was abundantly evi- 
dent. The cruiser squadrons of powerful armored ships 
were kept in leash, as it were, ready for important ser- 
vice, while the regular cruiser work of obtaining infor- 
mation and special service was performed by our Miner- 
va, Dido, Isis, Arrogant, Amethyst and Perseus, all of 
which are protected cruisers.”

Press despatches from Manila are to the effect that the 
cholera situation in that city is improving, only twelve 
eases and nine deaths having been reported on July 16, 
which is a marked decrease as compared with any of the 
four days preceding. Thanks to the effective sanitary 
safeguards enforced by the Army, the disease has no- 
where appeared among the American troops stationed in 
Manila and at other points, most of the victims being 
natives, among whom it is extremely difficult to maintain 
proper health regulations, The present outbreak of chol- 
era in Manila has been signalized by another gratifying 
triumph of American medical science, namely, the intro- 
duction of a vaccine which bas proved to be an absolute 
preventive of cholera. This vaccine, prepared at the 
Government laboratory in Manila, is supplied free by the 
health authorities, and of the natives in the infected dis- 
tricts who have been vaccinated with it not one has de- 
veloped the disease. The health officials of the city and 
their employees have all been vaccinated in the same way 
and although they are 4n daily contact with cholera pa- 
tients no case of the disease has appeared among them. 
The results thus far accomplished indicate that American 
medical genius may yet duplicate with cholera in Manila 
the splendid victory it achieved over yellow fever in 
Cuba.

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The congratulatory messages sent by the President 
and the Secretary of the Navy to Comdr, Harry H. Hos- 
ley, U.S.N., upon the safe arrival of the drydock Dewey 
at Olongapo, Philippine Islands, are richly deserved. The 
task of towing that colossal structure half way around 
the world, through the Suez Canal and across seas beset 
by tropical storms, was an undertaking entirely without 
precedent in the operations of the Navy, but it was taken 
in hand with no thought of failure and has been per- 
formed in a manner which reflects lasting credit upon 
Commander Hosley and the officers and men associated 
with him. When the Dewey left Solomon’s Island, Md., 
Dec, 23, 1905, it was estimated that the trip to the Phil- 
ippines could be made in four months, but six months 
were required and during the whole of that period the 
officers and men of the towing flotilla were obliged to 
exercise unceasing vigilance to guard the great structure 
against injury, The voyage was monotonous and at times 
perilous, but it has ended in results which decidedly 
strengthen our naval position in the Far East, and for 
his services in accomplishing that important object Com- 
mander Hosley is fully entitled to the official approba- 
tion which he has already received.

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The Bureau of Equipment of the Navy Department 
has called for bids for the equipment for the three wire- 
less telegraph stations to be established on the Pacific 
coast to complete the chain of communication there. It 
is understood that these stations are to be established 
at North Head, Cape Blanco and Table Bluff. The bids 
are to be for houses, offices and masts, but not for in- 
struments, for the stations. The Signal Corps of the 
Army at the War Department was informed this week 
of the completion of the wireless telegraph installation 
between Jolo and Zambeanga, Philippine Islands, a dis- 
tance of 110 miles, 
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A number of the qualified pointers from the U.S.S. 
Maine and U.S.S. Alabama, of the Atlantic Fleet, were 
at the proving grounds of the Bethlehem Steel Company 
at Redington, July 11, to try there, in sub-caliber prac- 
tice, some elevating gears which had been arranged on a 
6-inch 45-caliber gun by the Bethlehem Steel Company. 
There were three speeds supplied, and these could be 
quickly changed from one to the other, so that the point- 
ers had an opportunity of seeing which speed suited them 
best for firing at the target, which had a motion similar 
to the apparent motion of a vessel’s broadside from a 
rolling ship. These speeds gave 30, 50 and 75 minutes 
of angular motion to the gun’s axis for one turn of the 
elevating wheel. There was also an arrangement where- 
by the pointer could use, as is customary, his left hand 
for elevating while firing with an ordinary electric trig- 
ger with his right hand on a stationary pistol grip, or 
else he could use both hands in elevating, in which case 
he fired by pressing with the fore-finger of his right hand 
an electric trigger which was attached to the handle of 
the right hand elevating wheel and which, of course, was 
in continual motion. The rifle used was clamped to the 
muzzle of the 6-inch gun, while the eye of the pointer 
was 19.83 feet from the target.

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Gen. C. F. Humphrey, Q.M. General of the Army, 
estimates that $2,348,428.74 is required to make good 
the Army losses by earthquake and fire at San Francisco. 
Of this $1,570,319.81 is for clothing and equipage; $430,- 

7.60 for Army transport supplies in storage; regular 
supplies in storage, en route to or accumulated for trans- 
portation to the Philippines, $158,883.71; incidental ex- 
penses and refurnishing of offices, $108,477.77; barracks 
and quarters, $189.85; construction and repair of hos- 
pitals, $75,000. General Humphrey says: “At the time 
of the occurrence of the fire in San Francisco, there 
were supplies and stores available for issue to the Army, 
purchased from the various appropriations for the sup- 
port of the Army, amounting in all to $2,941,472.94. 
These stores were destroyed by fire, and unless they are 
alinost wholly replaced there will be a shortage in the 
coming fiscal year of an amount similar to the above 
figures. It is estimated that about thirty per cent. of 
the clothing and equipage supplies, amounting in value 
to $672,994.20, were saved from destruction. All other 
quartermaster’s supplies in San Francisco were totally 
destroyed and must be replaced for the use of the Army 
and the Militia, as the estimates for the ensuing fiscal 
year were made in contemplation of the fact that these 
supplies would be on hand for the use of the Army and 
the Militia at the beginning of the fiscal year.”

The Twenty-ninth Infantry Sentinel, the bright little 
weekly published at Fort Douglas by the enlisted men of 
the regiment above named, publishes an article on “Pay 
Day in the Army,” in which it protests againstya preva- 
lent misapprehension as to what the soldier does with 
his money. It says in part: “A mistaken idea seems

at seo much per. There are many cases in Fort Douglas 
where men send money to those at home, and the pay- 
master can testify to numerous deposits of enlisted men 
each month. Then there are those who seem to be under 
the impression that on pay day and thereabouts gambling 
holds high carnival about the garrison. Probably they 
don’t know that to be caught in the act of gambling 
about the fort means a trial by summary court, invari- 
ably a good sized fine, and perhaps a guard house sen- 
tence. This may be in the nature of a surprise to those 
people who think they know all about the American sol- 
dier and his habits. The order concerning gambling at 
Iort Douglas is not a dead letter, as it is in many cities 
where the lid is supposed to be on but where you may 
gamble to your heart’s content if you are acquainted with 
the ropes. At Fort Douglas it is enforced.”

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A naval court of inquiry has been sitting at Cramp’s 
Shipyard this week, composed of Admiral Sigsbee, Cap- 
tain Ward, and Comdr. F, H. Bailey, the latter an engi- 
neer officer of the Navy, to inquire into the reason why 
the light sheet iron, or steel casings, of the Niclausse boil- 
ers of the Pennsylvania and Colorado have burned out, 
and warped out of shape in an unprecedently short space 
of time, apparently because there was no non-conducting 
material placed in the spaces that the specifications 
called for. It appeared to be cause for a serious scan- 
dal, either on the part of the builders or inspectors, or 
both, with possibly a court-martial for the naval inspec- 
tors. The board report, however, that the insulating ma- 
terial used to protect the casings of the boilers was of 
such a nature that under the intense heat it crumbled to 
powder and settled, leaving portions of the surface un- 
protected. In consequence there was an extraordinary 
consumption of fuel, which rendered the atmosphere in 
the boiler rooms unbearable and which did not get from 
the boilers the full amount of steam. The report declares 
that the contracting company complied with the specifiea- 
tions to the letter, and that the inspectors were right in 
passing the work, in spite of the fact that the boilers 
were afterward found defective. It is believed these boil- 
ers will be removed and replaced or that the casing will 
be provided with other non-conducting material.

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Capt. John R. M. Taylor, 14th U.S. Infantry, de- 
tailed for duty in the Bureau of Insular Affairs of the 
War Department, who, as already noted in the ARMY 
AND Navy JOURNAL, is in charge of the task of compiling 
the Filipino side of the history of the Philippine Insur- 
rection from some 200,000 official reports and secret 
documents captured by the United States Army during 
the campaign in the islands, has completed the first 
volume of the work and it will shortly be published by 
the Government. Captain Taylor’s volume will be in 
the nature of a general introduction to the work as a 
whole, and, while not intended as an official view of the 
subject, it will prove to be one of the most interesting 
of all published studies of Filipino character and aspira- 
tion. The documents now being translated for the suc- 
ceeding volumes afford much information as to the or- 
ganization, purpose and conduct of the insurrection. The 
completed work will be in some respects the most valu- 
able history of the Philippine Archipelago that has ever 
been written, and will make certain disclosures regard- 
ing the conduct of Aguinaldo and his followers which 
are likely to be distinctly disconcerting to their ‘‘anti- 
imperialist’? sympathizers here in America.

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Civil Engr. Robert E. Peary, U.S.N., sailed for the 
polar regions one year ago and though a message from 
him was expected not later than June of the present year 
no word has been received since he sailed into the Arctic 
Zone, His long silence has naturally excited some appre- 
hension among his friends, though it is worth pointing 
out that this feeling is not shared by the members of the 
American Geographical Society. H. D. Bridgman, secre- 
tary of the Arctic club, says that word could hardly come 
from Peary until September of this year. Peary planned 
to have his headquarters 350 miles north of Cape Sabine. 
Irom that point he said he would make his journey to 
the Pole, a distance of 500 miles, across a desert of ice 
and snow. ‘This final dash he expected to make in a 
month or six weeks, Making his observations, he would 
return to his headquarters, await the breaking up of the 
ice and then make for New York.

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Fr. R. KE. Brown, assistant to Fr. Algue, who is in 
charge of the observatory in Manila, who is passing 
through this country on his way to England, reports that 
the Manila observatory is one of the best equipped in 
the world. The seismograph there made a_ splendid 
record of the California earthquake of April 18. Three 
times a day, said I'ather Brown, a telegraphic report is 
received at the Manila observatory from Yap, Guam, 
and the fifty-eight other stations scattered throughout 
the provinces. With this information it is possible to 
detect the brewing of a typhoon five days before it de- 
velops. When the instruments at Manila or elsewhere 
tell of the approaching storm warnings are sent by wire 
to numerous points on the Chinese and Japanese coasts 
and to Formosa.

A Russian officer, who at the battle of Mukden lost 
nearly one-half his men and was himself severely wound- 
ed, reports that he never saw the Japanese except at a 
distance through his field glasses. This indicates for one 
thing the issue of good glasses. In the Swiss artillery 


the excellent glasses heretofore issued to the non-commis- 
sioned officers are to be taken from them and given to 
the infantry officers, and in their place more powerful 
glasses will be supplied to the artillery, 
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With the election on March 27, 1907, of a legislative 
assembly of the Philippines, the American problem in 
those islands will enter upon a new and important stage. 
The proposed assemblage will consist of two branches, 
the upper house to be composed of the present Philippine 
Civil Commission, while the lower house will be elected 
by the people. The members of the upper house, consist- 
ing partly of Filipinos, will be appointed by the Presi- 
dent of the United States and will have virtual control 


over legislation, while the lower branch will consist en- 
tirely of natives, and its function will be chiefly that of 
an advisory body, the two houses together forming a 
system essentially the same as that established in Porto 
Rico. It is announced that Secretary Taft will be 
present at the opening of the Philippine Assembly to 
attest by his presence his continued interest in the isl- 
ands and his confidence in their future prosperity. There 
is ample warrant, however, for stating that President 
Roosevelt and the Secretary of War are both grievously 
disappointed by the refusal of Congress to provide some 
economic relief for Philippine commerce in the form of 
tariff concessions, their belief being that the American 
experiment in the islands will fail unless the inhabitants 
are given free access to outside markets for their sur- 
plus products. In this respect they are worse off than 
they were under Spanish rule, for they have lost the 
right of entry into the markets of Spain and are ex- 
cluded from those of the United States, the result being 
that their trade interests are suffering from extreme de- 
pression. It is clear to all careful observers that the 
present state of affairs in the islands cannot safely be 
permitted to continue, and that unless Congress makes 
tariff concessions in favor of Philippine products, which 
it is evidently unwilling to do, some other means of deal- 
ing with the situation must be devised. It is interesting, 
therefore, to note that if Congress persists in refusing 
to provide relief through a modification of the tariff 
schedules the administration may recommend “an alter- 
native solution of the Philippine problem.” This inti- 
mation is not altogether clear, but whether it means 
much or little it is exceedingly suggestive and it signifies 
that the action or non-action of Congress on the ques- 
tion at next winter’s session may have an important 
bearing upon the future of our difficult project in the 
Far Hast.

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Navigators will be pleased to learn that such extensive 
improvements are to be made in the lower bay of New 
York, that it will be as easy for them to pass up and 
down as it will be for them to walk up Broadway. Anm- 
brose channel is to be enlarged to a width of 2,000 feet, 
and have a depth of forty feet. It will not be ready for 
heavy traffic for a year and a half, at the earliest, but 
the Lighthouse Board has been ready for a long time 
with the plans for the necessary aids to navigation along 
the channel, and the appropriation of $321,000 in the 
Lighthouse bill will now make it possible to carry out 
these plans. Instructions have been issued to Lieut. 
Col. William T. Rossell, Corps of Engineers, U.S.A., en- 
gineer of the Third Lighthouse District at Tompkins- 
ville, to proceed at once with the making of contracts 
for the new light vessels, buoys and range lanterns au- 
thorized under the act. By the Ambrose channel the 
course is about five miles shorter than the present route. 
Incoming vessels will pick up a new lightship at the en- 
trance and sail on the range line formed by the old 
West Bank light, which is to be raised, and the new 
light on Staten Island, near Richmond, nearly two hun- 
dred feet above sea level and with a lamp which will 
carry for twenty-five or thirty miles. At Swinburne 
Island, known as “The Bend,” two range lights are to 
be installed. Here vessels will change their course and 
sail toward the city with the Sandy Hook light and the 
North Hook beacon dead astern, and will pick up a new 
gas tank vessel at the end of dangerous water and final- 
ly pass a new stone beacon on Craven Shoal. During 
the passage of the channel the ship will be in a maze of 
light for the entire eight miles. Seven flashing red gas 
buoys to starboard and six fixed white gas buoys to port 
will mark the course. To complete the safeguards to 
navigation eleven new buoys will be set in the Gedney 
and the main channel.

His most startling accusation was in re- 
lation to a woman espionage case, which, he declared, 
when the true history of the war office is written, will 
be a horrid blot on the British escutcheon. He said: 
“In public daylight, in Pretoria during the Boer war, a 
female ‘agent provocateur’ was driven about by officers 
of the British intelligence department and introduced to 
the other British officers. These officers were led to be- 
lieve that she was an authorized spy on the Boers, and 
she was furnished with data by our authorities and with 
ciphers, and caused to try and entrap officers by these 
means. I can give the names of all concerned in this 
horrid infamy. It is to the credit of the mass of our 
officers that this plot did not succeed.” 





THE SITUATION IN SAMAR. 


One of the gravest problems that confront both the 
civil and military authorities of the Philippines is the 
Tulajane question on the Island of Samar. How to put 
an end to the butchery and total destruction of whole 
towns and villages by the Pulajane outlaws, without 
punishing the innocent, is a puzzle not easily. solved, 
and, up to the present, has baffled the most careful and 
deep-thinking men. 

The death of Dagohob and over one hundred of his 
followers, in their fight with the 21st Infantry on June 
1, 1905, called a temporary halt in the reign of terror 
which then existed, and hundreds of other outlaws sur- 
rendered and professed to be glad to go back to their 
various barrios and live at peace with ‘their fellow man. 
All the encouragement possible was rendered by the au- 
thorities, in the shape of the distribution of free seeds, 


road building, ete., to enable them to cultivate the soil 
and supply them with ready money to purchase immedi- 
ate necessities and build permanent homes for their 
families. For nearly nine months this state of affairs 
existed and never in the history of this island had such 
prosperity existed. 

During this period of peace the Pulajane leaders were 
most active in organizing those who did not surrender 
and bringing round their old followers to their own way 
of thinking that it was much better to steal the neces- 
sities of life than work for them. While living in the 
towns they had ample opportunity to find out the ene- 
mies of the Pulajane movement, the American sympa- 
thizers and those who possessed money or valuables. 
Armed with this information, their organization was 
complete. So secretly did they perform this work that 
the first intimation of the real state of affairs became 
known at the time of the pretended surrender to Gov- 
ernor Curry, and had a startling effect on the civil au- 
thorities. : 

From time to time they have repeated these cold- 
blooded murders and burned down several towns and 
villages, at points far apart, and where assistance from 
the military authorities is remote. The day after the 
fight at Magtaon (while Governor Curry was still miss- 
ing), Col. Charles A. Williams, commanding at Camp 
Connell, telegraphed the civil authorities at Catabolagan 
tendering the services of the 21st Infantry, and in two 
days, upon application of the civil governor, two com- 
panies of the 21st were on the scene of the recent con- 
flict and in a few days another followed in support. The 
entire country around Magtaon was scoured by different 
detachments of the 21st Infantry, under command of 
Capt. F. W. Kobbé, Lieuts. G. S. Tiffany, J. F. Ware 
and D. P. Wood, but no trace of the Pulajanes was 
found. 

On April 17 Capt. W. M. Morrow, with Company K, 
21st Infantry, encountered a large Pulajane force, under 
the principal leader, Tio Duc Duc, at Sito Dunga, 
Samar, and in the fight that followed Sergeant Wheeler, 
Corporal Williams and Private Sperl, of Company K, 
were wounded, and eight Pulajanes killed and their 
camp destroyed. Over seventy miles of the surrounding 
country was scouted, but no further trace of the enemy 
was found. Company D, 21st Infantry, under Captain 
Hampton and Lieutenant Morse, made several expedi- 
tions through the Gandara Valley, and in an engage- 
ment with the enemy at Canjamoc, Samar, killed two 
and injured several. 

Company B, 21st Infantry, under Lieutenants Brewer 
and Lentz, left Paranas, Samar, on May 12 to render 
assistance to the inhabitants of Enabangon, Samar, 
which town had been attacked by the Pulajanes the night 
before, the houses burned down, and the men, women and 
children horribly mutilated. No pen can _ describe 
the revolting scene that met the view of the Americans 
as they entered the town; women and children bleeding 
to death; men with their entrails hanging outside their 
bodies, one with his spinal column exposed to view, and 
others in a horrible condition. All the medical aid pos- 
sible was rendered to the injured and those who were 
fit to be removed were brought to Paranas for further 
treatment. The most inhuman part of their work lies 
in the fact that the Pulajanes rarely kill their victims 
outright, but injure them in such a manner that they 
suffer exquisite agony until relieved by death in a few 
days, and those who escape death are maimed for life. 

On May 19 an expedition, under Lieutenants Lanza 
and Lentz, and detachments of Companies B and C, 21st 
Infantry, left Paranas with a Pulajane escapado, who 
knew the whereabouts of the outlaws. Their rendezvous 
was situated on a hill-top, entirely concealed; was not 
reached by any trail and had never been visited by any 
troops. It was on the line of retreat of the Pulajanes 
from their last Magtaon fight, and left this camp _ be- 
hind them on their retreat. This camp was still used as 
an outpost for the forces to the south; also as a nucleus 
for planting camotes, making clothes and a hiding place 
for one Captain Enting; nine women and children, one 
sergeant, other followers and Tio Due Duc’s father. All 
of these were captured as well as a number of bolos, 
spears, ball ammunition and valuable papers. In at- 
tempting to escape the sergeant and one of the followers 
were killed and the Constabulary, who formed part of 
the column, allowed the captain to escape, he being on 
the other side of the hill from the Americans. The wo- 
men and children and papers were turned over to the 
civil authorities to be cared for. This place was reached 
with great difficulty, and almost impossible to be dis- 
covered without the aid of the escapado. This is a fair 
sample of the Pulajane camp, difficult to discover, hard 
to enter and impossible to surprise. After traveling 107 
miles of almost impassable country, the expedition re- 
turned to Paranas on May 28. 

During the month of May, Lieutenants Tiffany and 
Wood, with detachments of the 21st Infantry, scouted 
over 120 miles of country around Magtaon, and on June 
5 killed one captain of Pulajanes and captured some guns. 
Captain Morrow, with Company K, acting in conjunc- 
tion with Captain Kobbé, Lieutenant Ware and Com- 
pany L, 21st Infantry, made an extended expedition of 
nearly 100 miles into the mountains, where the enemy 
was supposed to be in force. At 7 p.m., May 22, Com- 
pany L was attacked from three different directions, and 
Private Pinkerman, Company K, was wounded in both 
legs. Owing to the darkness and tall cogen grass, the 
enemy succeeded in making his escape. 

The topography of this island is ideal for such lawless 
bands; no roads, few trails, tall cogon grass that enables 
them to conceal themselves within a few feet of those 
in pursuit; steep mountains, from which they can view 
the surrounding country, and which affords them ample 
shelter. The residents of the towns and villages are in 
constant terror of their raids, and it is impossible to 


obtain from them any information as to the movements 
of the outlaws as they have followers in each village, 
and where information has been given the military 
vengeance is sure to be meted to the informers, and often- 
times on the whole town. On very rare occasions one 
who has been captured will give information, but by 
the time the American troops can act on such informa- 
tion the Pulajanes are safe in their mountain fastness. 
What mode of procedure can be taken to stop the 
reign of those outlaws remains tobe seen, but in the 
meantime nothing is being left undone on the part of 
the 21st Infantry, by incessant scouting, expeditions and 
careful watching for such means as will put an end to 
the present state of affairs. J.W.M.

THE SUBMERSIBLE BOAT. 


‘The London Engineer of June 29 publishes a long illus- 
trated article by Simon Lake, designed to show the supe- 
riority of the submersible boat over the submarine. In 
this article Mr. Lake says: ‘The reason why it is pos- 
sible to run the ‘submersible’ on an even keel is as fol- 
lows: It will be observed in the first place that the hull 
is quite different in form. This raises the center of buoy- 
ancy to a point much higher than it is possible to do in 
the regulation cigar-shaped craft of the ‘diving’ type. 
The vessel is also provided with a heavy keel, which 
lowers the center of gravity. Therefore, the arm of the 
pendulum becomes longer and its righting moment cor- 
respondingly greater. This is a most important feature, 
as it contributes directly to securing the greatest possible 
measures of longitudinal stability under the circum- 
stances. As the boat does not need to be inclined to sub- 
merge her, there is no limit—by reason of operative re- 
quirements—to the longitudinal stability that may be 
given the submersible; and in practice it is desirable, of 
course, to have the longitudinal stability as great as the 
form of hull and the arrangement of weights will per- 
mit. 

“To run ‘awash,’ or submerged, the vessel] is trimmed 
by adding water ballast until only the desired amount 
of reserve buoyancy remains which will ensure the boat 
resting on an even keel, with her conning tower in an 
awash condition in relation to the normal surface. In 
other words, the beam or balance is brought to a horizon- 
tal position by adding fixed weights at both ends. In 
this condition the ‘submersible’ can be run without risk 
of, or impulse toward, a sudden dive. 

“The vessel being in the ‘awash’ condition is given 
headway, and it is soon noticed that there is a slight 
tendency to change trim by rising at the bow—due to 
the thrust against the large conning-tower—and this is 
at once corrected by a permanent angle of the horizonal 
rudder intended for this particular purpose. It will be 
observed, of course, that this horizontal rudder is placed 
aft, as in the ‘diving’ boats, but it is used for the very 
opposite purpose of keeping the vessel in a_horizontai 
position, rather than to cause her to take a dip or plunge, 
as is the case with the ‘diving’ type. A downset of the 
horizontal rudder of only two or three degrees is usually 
sufficient to balance the tendency of the bow to rise in 
boats of the ‘submersible’ type. A lever keel being thus 
secured, the angle of the horizontal rudder remains con- 
stant for a given speed. 

“The ‘submersible,’ still running in the ‘awash’ condi- 
tion, but ready for instant submergence, is quickly 
brought completely under the water—without change of 
trim—by depressing the forward ends of the hydro- 
planes. This causes the stream lines at the side of the 
boat to impinge against the upper surfaces of the hydro- 
plane and to give a resultant downard thrust. The hydro- 
planes, being four or more in number, and symmetrically 
disposed in regard to the center of buoyancy or fulcrum, 
the thrust against their upper faces causes the boat to 
sink on an even keel. It will be observed that the stream 
lines at the bow are not affected in the same manner 
as those at the bow of the ‘diving’ boat of cigar-shaped 
form. There are none of the disturbing eddies developed 
peculiar to the spindle-shaped hull; and the vessel moves 
forward along the line of least resistance instead of at 
an angle. The thrust of the screws or the momentum of 
the vessel, when the machinery is stopped, impels her in 
the direction of her major axis, which is in the plane of 
the course desired. 

“When the vessel has reached the depth desired, the 
hydroplanes are brought back to an agle which will yield 
just pressure enough fo counterbalance the upward pull 
of the reserve buoyancy statically in the craft. Because 
of the buoyant character of the superstructure and the 
greatly increased buoyant moment of the conning-tower 
in vessels of this class, the righting effect of this force 
is very much greater than can possibly be the case with 
boats of the ‘diving’ type.’ The reserve buoyancy is the 
only force which it is necessary to counteract in ‘sub- 
mersibles’ of the type under discussion; and this force 
is a constant one, and so easily balanced or neutralized 
that the writer has frequently left the controlling mechan- 
ism of the hydroplanes—situated in the conning-tower— 
and has gone below into the engine-room for periods of 
several minutes at a time, and has returned to the con- 
ning-tower and found the boat running still at substan- 
tially the same depth as that at the instant of his depart- 
ure. The reason for this is the fact that in the ‘sub- 
mersible’ we thus do away with four fluctuating forces, 
which are inherent or peculiar to boats of the ‘diving’ 
type and spindle form of hull.” 











THE CAMPS OF INSTRUCTION. 

By Aug. 1 next practicaly the entire Army of the 
United States, save the Coast Artillery, will have moved 
from its permanent posts to the seven concentration 
camps established by G.O. 110, June 16, 1906, War De- 
partment, where the different organizations will remain 
until Sept. 30, except those in camp at American Lake, 
which will continue in camp until Oct. 15. 

It is the most extensive movement of troops for field 
instruction that the Army has ever seen, and means the 
hardest kind of work for all officers and men participat- 
ing. In the concentration of troops and in their disper- 
sion after the camp period, routes will be so arranged as 
to require marches, which for Infantry shall approximate 
two hundred miles each way, and for the Field Artillery 
and Cavalry two hundred and fifty miles each way. 

As far as possible the scheme of instruction, both on 
the march and in camp, will approximate to the condi- 
tions of field service in time of war, At each of the Reg- 
ular Army camps there will be organizations of State 
troops, and these will gain the most valuable kind of in- 
struction from being brought into direct contact with the 
Regular troops. It will afford the National Guardsmen 


a far better training than they could get on a march out 
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by themselves, or in taking part in sham battles of the 
Manassas order. In the latter about all the Guardsmen 
were able to do was to march until they dropped from 
exhaustion, but in the concentration camp they will be 
able to master many important features of a soldier's life, 
and get hardened up under reasonable conditions.

Writing from Polloc, P.1., while the Rainbow was at 
that port on May 24, a correspondent says of the Rain- 
bow’s minstrel troupe: : 

“It does not alone please the men of regiments, but 
breaks the monotony also. These performances are being 
given without any admission being charged to the sol- 
diers while the Rainbow is making a tour around the isl- 
ands. In fact, the Rainbow has always been good in en- 
tertaining. Even while the British squadron was at Ma- 
nila this vessel was the only one that endeavored to give 
a performance in their honor, and there were on board at 
the time frem 1.200 to 1,400 men from the ships of the 
squadron, the English squadron, naval station and other 
invited guests from ashore. The performance was such 
a success that the songs had to be repeated over and over 
again while the chief petty officers of the Asiatic Squad- 
ron gave a banquet to the British chief petty officers. It 
has always been intended to please the troops in some 
way, and with a baseball game and a minstrel perform- 
ance we have succeeded in doing it. The end men have 
all good local hits and the songs are always the latest 
from the United States, 

“At Jolo the men gave their performance in quick 
time, everything working like clockwork, and as the show 
commenced at & p.m, the stage was erected in the after- 
noon in the open air; performance was completed at 11 
p.m., and troupe, properties and such other paraphernalia 
was on board by 12 midnight, ihe time allowed, as the 
ship was to proceed under way early the following morn- 
ing. This pleased the officers and men so much that it 
gave pride to the ship for the good behavior and also for 
the suecess of the performance, which took something like 
two weeks to produce. This ship is handicapped serious- 
ly, as she is a receivingship and a stationship, and the 
men are always being transferred or received, so that it 
seems hardly possible that a troupe could be formed. But 
hard pushing brought success in the end. Performances 
will le given wherever the ship stays long enough to do 
so and where U.S. troops are stationed. The orchestra 
is also purely voluntary work, as it is made up of bands- 
men and such others as may wish to join. To hear good 
music is joy and to make a troupe do its best is another 
thing which breaks the monotony of the men, especially 
in these islands where theaters can only be had at Ma- 
nila, and the boys certainly appreciate a good perform- 
ance, such as is given by the Rainbow Minstrels.” 

OUR COAST DEFENSES. 

Somewhere hetween College Point and David's Island 
these summer days the Artillery engineers of the United 
States Army are practising with submarine mines among 
the network of wires with which the system is harnessed 
to the shore, the New York Evening Post says. Mines 
are planted and taken up again ; soundings are made, fath- 
oms upon fathoms of stiff wire cable are laid, taken up, 
and laid again, and Johnny Green, who enlisted to be a 
soldier, sits on the gun’le of a whaleboat and wonders 
what it is all about and whether the Army has gone afloat 
or if he is just an ordinary, plain, roustabout or ‘long- 
shoreman. The Artillery engineers in charge of the sub- 
marine defense go about this work with the same regu- 
larity that prompts the gun drills in the Navy. 

Where the Sound traffic slips through the narrow pas- 
sage off Whitestone, two grassy parapets guard the way. 
fhe one on the Westchester shore is Fort Schuyler: 
ACTOSS On Long Island is Totten, The big guns set in the 
earthen embankments are for an invading fleet miles up 
the Sound, Equally well hidden behind the grassy 
heights are little steel towers that command the waters 
of the narrow passage. Searchlights and marine glasses 
only are their armament. The machinery of destruction 
set up to guard this way is also invisible—the mines un- 
der water and the apparatus that controls them set deep 
down in the ground, safe from all interference in a bomb- 
proof casemate. Between the steel tower and the case- 
mate there is electrical communication, and between the 
casemate and the power plant, and with every mine in 
the field so arranged that the men at each station have 
absolute control of every mine. The mines plauted are 
contact mines, mines which are exploded automatically, 
and mines let go by judgment firing.

Mining a coast so extensive as that of the United 
States is a big contract. The selection of officers to super- 
intend the work was the first necessity, and the School of 
Submarine Defense at Fort Totten was provided for this 
particular purpose. This schoo] takes not only officers, 
but non-commissioned officers, and has one company of 
enlisted men constantly at work planting mines or re- 
pairing them, so the instruction here is broad and gen- 
eral. As fast as the engineer officers qualify they are 
detailed to the various districts along the coast, and here 
put into effect the theory and practice taught them at 
Totten. Col. Arthur Murray, Art. Corps, is commandant 
of the school, and Capt. Richmond P. Davis, commanding 
the 54th Company, Coast Art., instructor of submarine 
defense. 

Planting a mine means that a spherical-shaped steel 
ean of gun-cotton, weighing in all one hundred pounds, 
is anchored in a specified position, and connected with a 
multiple cable, the distribution box and the power plant 
on shore. The lifting is all done by catheads and derricks 
with hoisting engines. To plant a mine in seventeen 
minutes is fast work. At the rate the crew of the tor- 
pedo planter General Hunt worked on a recent trip the 
channel, 2,000 feet wide, could have been mined in two 
hours’ time. According to the figures furnished to the 
Post’s correspondent by the officer in charge, a torpedo 
company of Artillerymen can close a harbor in less than 
twelve hours, and thoroughly mine it in forty-eight. At 
present, there are only four mine-planters owned by the 
Army, and these are on duty along the Atlantic Coast. 
They are powerful, twin-screw, working tugs. capable of 
going to sea or making long cruises. Others are tu be 
built as fast as appropriations can be secured, but in case 
of an emergency any ocean-going tug could be used for the 
purpose. 

For the eighty-eight ports on our seaboard there is at 
present a force of only 169 officers and 4,970 men in 
charge of the submarine defense. The last session of 
Congress failed to pass the bill establishing an additionai 
division of 175 officers and 5,000 men, who are very much 
needed to carry out the work already planned. 





THE OBJECT IN VIEW.

The Journal of the Service Institution invites an essay 
for the prize of 1906 on the subject, “What System of 
Tl’romotion and Retirements will Secure the Highest De- 
gree of Efficiency in the Commissioned Personne] of the 
U.S. Army?’ 

Here are linked the words promotion, retirement and 
efficiency, and he who would subscribe to the condition of 
the competitive test must be of those who advocate some 
method of selection and elimination as a means to an 
end—that end being efficiency. To laboriously prepare 
some scheme for cutting out the dead wood and kindling 
up the light wood so as to make us all brigadiers before 
we have learned to “saw wood,” itself is by no means an 
easy task. There has been a most remarkable flow of 
promotion in our Army since 1898, and this has been 
effected through the medium of wholesale retirements of 
the so classed worn out veterans of the Service. An al- 
luring and attractive bait has been set in the traps to 
catch woodcock and a feverish anxiety and desire for 
rank seems to have possessed the entire Army, inviting 
inconsiderate censure of those who can retire with addi- 
tional rank and yet will not do so. The projects that have 
been proposed to force the situation have for their prime 
object the acquirement or enjoyment of increase pay, due 
to increased rank, and but little heed has been given to 
the sacrifice incident to retirement of others. a sacrifice 
even where an exira grade may be obtained before leaving 
the active list. This sacrifice in most instances may be 
stated as practically fitty per cent. on cash basis and a 
hundred per cent. in the matter of occupation or pride of 
profession. 

What then, we may inquire, is the problem we are up 
against? Let it be stated in simple terms. The Army, 
since 1898, has had such marvelous promotion by senior- 
ity and such phenomenal promotion by selection, under 
existing laws, that the authorities view with concern the 
number of very young men holding high rank in the high- 
er grades, consequent upon this, that to break “the hump” 
that will soon be at hand it is thought desirable to find 
some ready or easy method of retirement whereby the 
wheel which has been revolving with such lightning speed 
in grinding out promotions in the past may be made to 
do a little more of this centrifugal work in the future. 
Men in the Army not on the retired list expecting re- 
lirement within the next decade are, however, seriously 
concerned, if not alarmed, at the thought of the reaction 
which must inevitably follow this everlasting stream of 
efficiency work through the medium of the retired list. 
ut let us inquire, Does this “hand over fist’? promotion 
(good as it may be for the individual benefit )—does it 
really increase or add to the Army’s efficiency? It has 
been said, by one well qualified to observe, that if there 
is any one thing that disparaged the efficiency of the com- 
pany as a unit and places it at a disadvantage when com- 
pared with the same organization of the days before the 
Spanish-American War, it is the fact that many of our 
present captains are young and inexperienced for the 
rank and the constant shifting from one position to an- 
other (more marked in the Artillery than the other 
arms) prevents officers and men getting in touch with 
one another, 

T'romotion insures increase of pay for the individual 
officer, and if he can get that in a lower grade and one 
for which he is well fitted, it is better for the efficiency of 
the Service that he remain in that grade for a time suffi- 
cient to warrant his commanding the respect and confi- 
dence of his men when he attains to the next higher 
grade. From all of which it will be seen that the writer 
is of the class who are unable to suggest any system of 
promotion, through the means of retirement, whereby the 
efficiency of the Army shall be increased, and he is one 
of those who look forward, as many others do, to the 
possibility of the retired list becoming a sort of “dump 
heap.”

LUCK IN COURTS-MARTIAL. 


(From the Washington Star.) 

“There is an element of luck in court-martial cases,’’ 
remarked a naval officer yesterday, “just as ‘there is in 
criminal cases before the civil] courts. In one case the 
punishment depends a good deal on the nature of the 
Cabinet officer in charge, and in the other on the char- 
acter of the trial Judge. The point of these remarks lies 
in the application. A short time ago, while Assistant 
Secretary Newberry was acting as Secretary of the Navy, 
he was called upon to pass on the cases of two young 
officers convicted by court-martial of violating the naval 
regulations. In both cases he censured the court for the 
leniency of the punishment inflicted. Since then Seere- 
tary Bonaparte has acted on two court-martial cases and 
in each case he reduced the sentence imposed by the court. 
Of course, there was a difference in the cases, but the 
principle was the same. Neither official sustained the 
court-martial. One thought the sentences inadequate, and 
the other official) thought the sentences excessive. So 
severe was Mr. Newberry in his reprimand to the court- 
martial that a high naval officer said that as between 
sitting on a court-martial and being tried by it he thought 
he should prefer to risk the punishment meted out to the 
accused.”’ 
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GENERAL RECRUITING SERVICE. 
Montgomery, W. Va.. July 13, 1906. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

The recruiting service of to-day is practically that of 
years ago; the evils that existed then are in evidence to- 
day and it seems that no one is sufficiently interested to 
offer remedies. One of the most discouraging and damag- 
ing features of the recruiting service is the manner in 
which men are appointed to it. I have seen whole parties 
of six and eight men and in that number only one effi- 
cient clerk. . How did the inefficient and illiterate ones 
get there? Chiefly by being re-enlisted for this particu- 
lar branch and retained on duty at the oftice in which 
enlisted. 

They were not examined rigidly enough by the recruit- 
ing officer to see if they were clerically qualified, he 
trusting the sergeant in charge to teach men of forty 
years of age who to a great degree are illiterate, know- 
ing absolutely nothing of Army papers, to be efficient 
clerks. 

There is but one remedy and that is to have a competi- 
tive system of examination, held at certain times in the 
year in each department; then submit the eligible list to 
the different recruiting officers as they have vacancies 
and allow them to select their own men. Last but not 
least is the pay. A recruiting officer will send a member 
of his party to open up and take charge of an auxiliary 
station, and he instructs him to dress tidily, mix with 
the people so as to thoroughly advertise his business and 
do all this on perhaps fifteen dollars per month! 

Drawing clothing that is tidy and will fit from the 
Q.M. is out of the question. Finding tailors in small 
towns who can “cut them down” to a fit is likewise out 
of the question, so there is nothing lett but to get his: 
uniforms tailor made. 

In a nutshell, have competitive examinations, pay from 
$30 to $35 per month and the recruiting service will take 
on a new air and the results will be far more satisfac- 
tory, and the civilians who come in contact with this ‘re- 
formed recruiting party” will lose considerable of their 
prejudice for the Army.

RETIREMENTS AND PROMOTIONS. 


Major Elias Chandler, 24th U.S. Inf., retired on June 
30 after more than twenty years of service, was graduated 
from West Point in 1880, and was assigned to the 16th 
Infantry. He became a first lieutenant in 1887; captain, 


1st Infantry, in 1898, and major, 24th Infantry in 1903. 
He was detailed to duty in the Inspector General’s De- 
partment from August, 1903, until July, 1905. He was 
appointed colonel of the 1st Arkansas Volunteer Infantry 
in May, 1898, and commanded a battalion of the 1st In- 
fantry on its movement to Pinar del Rio, Cuba, in De- 
cember, 1898, and in 1899 was on duty as collector of cus- 
toms at Sagua la Grande, Cuba. He was assigned to the 
24th Infantry July 31, 1905. 


Capt. John Dennett, U.S.R.C.S., who was retired on 
July 9 for disability incident to the Service, is a native 
of Maine, and during the Civil War served in the Navy 
as an officer from January, 1863, to November, 1865. He 
was appointed a third lieutenant in the Revenue Cutter 
Service March 8, 1871. 

Major William L. Kneedler, surgeon, U.S.A., who was 
retired from active service from July 11 on account of 
disability incident thereto, is a native of Pennsylvania, 
and was appointed an assistant surgeon in the Army in 
1883. During the war with Spain he held the office of 
major and brigade surgeon. 


Capt. George E. McConnell, U.S.R.C.S., who was re- 
tired on July 7 on account of age, is a native of Virginia 
and served as an officer, in the Navy from 1861 to 1866. 
Ile became a third lieutenant in the Revenue Cutter Ser- 
vice March 8, 1871. 

Among the assignments of newly promoted officers this 
week, which appear under our Army head, are Col. Her- 
bert S. Foster, who goes to the 9th Infantry; Col. John 
C. Dent, who is to command the 14th Infantry, and Col. 
George K. McGunnegle, who has been assigned to the 1st 
Infantry. Colonel McGunnegle entered the Army as a 
second lieutenant of the 15th U.S. Infantry Oct. 1, 1873. 
He reached the grade of captain in the same regiment 
June 15, 1891, and became major in the 3d Infantry Dec. 
18, 1899. He was transferred to the 17th Infantry in 
February, 1903, and to the 26th Infantry in July of the 
same year. He was promoted to lieutenant colonel, 17th 
Infantry, July 30, 19083. Colonel Dent entered the Army 
as a second lieutenant, 20th Infantry, Aug. 15, 1876. He 
reached the grade of captain in May, 1891, and upon be- 
ing promoted major in December, 1899, he went to the 
11th Infantry. In February, 1900, he was transferred to 
the 24th Infantry and was promoted lieutenant colonel 
in July, 1903. 

The application of Col. C. A. Stedman, 5th U.S. Cav., 
for retirement on Oct. 20 next, after forty-five years’ ser- 
vice, has been approved.

A compliment has been paid to Capt. Peter FE. Traub 
and Capt. Herman C. Schumm by the Government in 
selecting them to join the mission to represent the United 
States at the German maneuvers. Captain Traub was 
graduated from West Point in 1886, and served in the 1st 
Cavalry most of the time until he was promoted to captain 
in 1901, when he went to the jth Cavalry. During that 


time he saw service in Montana, Wyoming, Dakota, Vir- 
ginia, Florida, Cuba, Fort Riley, New York and the Phil- 
ippines. He has been regimental adjutant and also aide- 
dce-camp to Brig. Gen. Guy V. Henry. In 1887 he com- 
manded a troop of Cavalry in action against the Crow 
Indians, when Sword Bearer and six chiefs were killed. 
He is entitled to great credit for originating and creating 
the “Duty Roster,” in its present form. This was done, 
along with his other work, when he was stationed in 
Texas, in 1898, then only a lieutenant. He was brevetted 
captain for gallantry at Las Guasimas, Cuba, on June 
24, 1898, and brevet major for gallantry at Santiago 
de Cuba, July 1, 1898. The gold medal prize of 1903 of 
the Military Service Institution for an article on “Esprit 
de Corps,” was awarded to him, and in 1905 the Seaman 
Prize was won by him, his article being on military hy- 
giene. Since December, 1904, Captain Traub has been 
at Fort Leavenworth, where he js at the head of the de- 
partment of languages in the Infantry and Cavalry 
School, Signal School and Staff School. Capt, Herman 
C. Schumm, 29th Co., Field Art., was graduated from 
the “Point” in 1887. He has been stationed at Wash- 
ington Barracks, New Orleans, Little Rock, Ark,; Fort 
Wadsworth and Fort Schuyler, N.Y.; Fort Trumbull, 
Conn.; Fort Monroe, Fort Riley, Governors Island, Bara- 
coa and Gibrara, Cuba; Fort Barrancas, Fla., and Fort 
Adams, R.I., and last at Fort Leavenworth. He has at- 
tended the Torpedo School at Willets Point, N.Y., and 
Cavalry and Light Artillery School at Fort Riley; also 
Yulane University, New Orleans, and was graduated 
from the Artillery School at Fort Monroe, class of 1894. 
He has been regimental Q.M. of the 2d Artillery, and 
since the corps’ organization has been district adjutant of 
the Artillery in District of Narragansett for three years. 
Captain Schumm was General Gillespie’s aide during the 
Spanish War, On the occupation of Cuba by the United 
States forces he was detailed as collector of customs for 
duty in the island, and was assigned to post of Baracoa; 
later he went to Gibrara. In 1892 he, with a life-sav- 
ing crew, rescued two men in New York harbor and re- 
ceived a life-saving medal. He acted as umpire at the 
maneuvers at Manassas. He has had various details, 
inspecting military schools, among them being Manhat- 
tan and Wentworth. He inspected the National Guard 
of Kansas last year. Captain Schumm and Captain 
Traub have left Fort Leavenworth for New York and 
will sail for Germany in a short time.

Officers of the Army will be considerably interested in 
a story reported to the Bureau of Insular Affairs of the 
War Department this week of how a band of about fifty 
Igorrotes brought to this country to be exhibited in the 
various cities and at the various expositions by a man 


named Truman K. Hunt, have been deserted and _ill- 
treated by their employer. Acting on the recommenda- 
tion of the officials of the Bureau of Insular Affairs, 
Hunt, who was formerly vice-Governor of the Igorrote 
Province, was arrested this week in Chicago and will be 
tried on the double charge of embezzling about $1,000 
from the little brown men and of withholding from them 
about fifteen months’ pay which he agreed to pay under 
a formal contract entered into with their chief, Julio, 
before the band left the Philippine Islands. According 
to the reports received by the War Department Hunt 
made a contract with Julio to bring to this country the 
and of fifty Igorrotes who were to be paid a salary of 
$15 each a month, to be well fed and cared for and re- 
turned to the Philippine Islands by April 1, 1906. This 


contract, which has turned out to be defective, was ap- 
proved by the Philippine Commission. It appears that 
when the Igorrotes reached this country they were di- 
vided in three bands, each of which Hunt rented out to 
a manager who paid him several hundred dollars a 
month for the privilege of exhibiting the little dog-eating 
Filipinos at various expositions and fairs. The com- 
plaints of ill-treatment have been so constantly received 
by the War Department that the authorities there have 
taken the matter in hand, and no matter what the result 
of Hunt’s trial may be, the Igorrotes will be returned 
to the Philippine Islands at Government expense on 
board an Army transport.

Aaron B. Conley, military store-keeper of the Kansas 
National Guard, has designed and arranged for the use 
of the National Guard a “First Sergeants’ Roster and 
Roll Book” and “Quartermaster Sergeants’ Property 
Record Book.” Both books are built upon the solid 
foundation of actual experience, which has enabled Lieu- 
tenant Conley to determine just what is needed in the 
National Guard and just how to supply it. The “Prop- 
erty Record Book” is a book of 115 pages, well bound in 
flexible cloth, handy to carry in the pocket. By the way 
of introduction it contains a few paragraphs detailing the 
duties of the quartermaster sergeant, and giving the com- 
plete government ration tables. Then follow the blank 
forms for keeping the individual property record of each 
soldier, also property room record of ordinance and ordi- 
nance stores, quartermaster supplies, ammunition and 
target supplies, ration record and miscellaneous records. 
The “First Sergeants’ Roster and Record Book” provides 
blanks for keeping the attendance at company drill, at all 
encampment drills and roll calls and camp calls; there 
are also forms for keeping the guard roster, fatigue roster, 
special duty roster, extra duty roster, sick report, sum- 
mary court report, target record and miscellaneous rec- 
ords, giving in fact the complete military record of each 
soldier; each subdivision is marked by a thumb index, 
and can be turned to instantly. The price of the ‘“Quar- 
termaster Sergeants’ Property Record Book” is $1, and 
“First Sergeants’ Roster and Roll Book’ is 50 cents. 
They ave published by the Franklin Hudson Publishing 
Company, of Kansas City, Mo. 
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Upon the retirement of Admiral McCalla from the com- 
mand of the Mare Island Navy Yard, Capt Alex. Mc- 
Crackin, as senior officer, succeeded to the command un- 
der this article of Navy Regulations, 1682: “In the ab- 
sence of the commandant, the line officer next in rank, 
not resiricted by law to the performance of engineering 
duties, shall become the acting commandant, and shall ex- 
ercise, for the time being, the authority of the command- 
ant, both ashore and in respect to ships in commission at 
the yard, as prescribed in Article 1689.” Asked to decide 
the question of Captain McCrackin’s pay, Assistant 
Comptroller Mitchell says: “I am of opinion that Cap- 
tain McCrackin was not assigned to the command of the 
navy yard at Mare Island within the meaning of the 
joint-resolution of March 3, 1863, supra. That statute 
seems to contemplate such an assignment as will make 
the command of the navy yard the regular and perma- 
nent duty of the officer assigned, and does not mean that 
any officer who may be required to exercise temporarily 
the authority of the commandant in his absence, by rea- 
son of being next in rank, shall be entitled to the sea pay 
of his grade.”

Discoursing on the subject of his mission to our Army, 
Mr. George Winter, the London tailor, said: “Blouses 
for the soldiers will be practically the same, only the 
new designs will give those garments a smarter appear- 


ance and make them more comfortable. Cavalry trous- 
ers will be considerably altered and will be cut on the 
style of riding breeches. For the hat, various designs are 
under consideration, but I don’t think the present design 
will be altered just now. I do not think puttee leggings 
will be adopted, at least not soon. Whatever changes 
will be made, I understand, will be gradual. In fact, 
immediate changes are not likely to be noticed. I sub- 
initted to the War Department not only wash drawings 
and a general sort of design, but models which I had 
made. Tersonally I would like to see the uniforms of 
both officers and men more elaborate than they are at 
present.” This is all very well, but the officers and men 
of our Army would like to see some of the elaboration ap- 
plied to the salaries out of which they must pay for their 
uniforms.

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Word was received at the Navy Department on July 
1 from Captain Bowman, commanding the battleship 
Rhode Island, with regard to the accident which hap- 
pened to his ship in the harbor of Newport News, Va., 


on July 17. Captain Bowman’s despatch, which was 
addressed to the Secretary of the Navy and is self-ex- 
planatory, follows: “Six-twenty yesterday evening Nor- 
wegian steamer Guernsey in heavy squall from north- 
west drifted down on starboard bow of this vessel, seri- 
ously injuring two 3-inch guns and carriages, awning 
and rail stanchions, dinghy davits, jackstaff and scroll 
board. Board appointed to estimate damages.”

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Orders were this week issued by the War Department 
to the Commanding General, Philippines Division, direct- 
ing him to send back to New York city by the way of the 
Suez Canal the Army transports Meade, Kilpatrick, Mc- 
Clellan and Ingalls, which have been held at Manila for 
possible use in transporting troops from the Philippines 
to China. The emergency in the Chinese Empire being 
entirely over, it is not deemed necessary longer to hold 
these vessels at Manila and they will consequently return 
to New York. The movement of the transports is direct- 
ed to begin about Sept. 1 and it wiil be left to the dis- 
cretion of the Commanding General, Philippines Division, 
whether or not they will bring troops back with them. It 
is not thought that all of the transports will be sent back 
at the same time, but it is more likely that they will sail 
at intervals of two weeks. ~ 


A despatch was received by the Navy Department on 
July 17 from Comdr. Cameron McR. Winslow, com- 








manding the cruiser Charleston, with Secretary of State 
Root aboard, announcing his arrival at Para, Brazil. It 
had been expected by the Navy Department that the 
Charleston would reach Para by July 15, but it seems 
that she was delayed nearly a day in leaving San Juan, 
Porto Rico. The State Department announces that upon 





his arrival at Para, Secretary Root received the follow- 
ing despatch from Baron Rio Branco, the Brazilian 
Minister for Foreign Affairs: ‘At the moment of your 
first landing on Brazilian shore I have great pleasure to 
send to your Excellency the cordial greetings of the 
Brazilian government, and to express my deep convic- 
tion that your voyage around South America will be of 
great benefit to the interests of our continent.” 
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That the people of the Canal Zone are not lacking in 
patriotic fervor is shown by the program of events for the 


Fourth of July, issued by George R. Shanton, chairman, 
and Lieut. Stanley S. Ross, A.C., secretary of the Com- 
mittee on Sports. These included foot races, running, 
putting the shot, tug of war, boat rowing by the crew of 
the U.S.S. Columbia, races for horses and mules and cake 
walk and waltz in the dancing pavilion, with liberal 
prizes for the winners. The events took place at Cris- 
tobal and excited the greatest enthusiasm, The weather 
was ideal, bright and dry. In the evening the climax was 
reached in the grand ball, where the music was the best 
and the dancing delightful to all participating and look- 
ers on.

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The Ordnance Department of the Army is experiment- 
ing at the Springfield, Mass., armory with a new style of 
bullet, lighter and more pointed than the one now in use, 
which may be adopted for the Army magazine rifle. Tests 
with two new styles of bullets at the armory show that 
they have much flatter trajectories, which increases their 
efficiency against advancing opponents, It is unofficially 
reported that on a 1,000-yard range the lighter bullets 
pass through a screen at the 500-yard mark at an eleva- 
tion ten feet lower than the bullet now in use. Nothing 
has been absolutely decided as to the matter of changing 
the bullet, but it is believed that as a result of these im- 
portant experiments it will be found advisable to make 
the bullet lighter and more pointed.

Reports received by the Isthmian Canal heaquarters

In reply to an inquiry from Asst. Paymr. J. J. Luch.

of Feb, 9, 1889, provides that the deposit of an enlisted 
man and the interest thereon shall be paid him on his 
final discharge. This clearly implies that the interest is 
to be computed to the date of discharge and not to the 
date of expiration of enlistment, and this is the construc- 
tion placed upon said act by the Navy Department as 
shown by Art. 1587, N.R.

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On recommendations sthmitted by the Secretary of 
War the President has directed that orders be issued to 
all subordinates of the War Department and the Navy 
Department who have to do with federal contracts on 
which mechanics and other workingmen are engaged to 
demand that contractors comply with the provisions of 
the eight hour law, and, further, that they report to the 
Department of Justice all instances of violation of this 
law, that prosecutions might be promptly instituted.

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MARCH OF THE 23D INFANTRY. 


The 2d Battalion, 23d Infantry, from Sacket Harbor, 
reached Rome, N.Y., on Sunday, July 15, and aroused 
much interest in the town, the Rome Daily Sentinel de- 
voting much space to an account of their travels and the 
purpose of the march. As early as 9 a.m, people from ull 
the surrounding country began to gather at the proposed 
bivouac of the regiment, and there was much excitement 
when the 2d Battalion, Cos. E, F, G and H, ten officers 
and 215 men, arrived at 11 a.m. and encamped. Col. 
Philip Reade arrived with the 2d Battalion, and the fol- 
lowing oflicers: Capt. George S. Goodale, son of Brig. 
Gen. G. A. Goodale, retired, of Wakefield, Mass., who 
is regimental adjutant; Capt. Samuel Seay, commissary 
and field Q.M.; Capt. Kaymond R. Stevens, Lieut. C. A. 
Eustaphieve, Capt. Thomas F. Schley, son of Rear Ad- 
miral Schley; Lieut. Fred H. Turner, Lieut. Gerrit VY. 
Quackenbush and Capt. C. P. Robbins, Med, Dept. 

The ist and 2d Battalions of the 23d from Madison 
Barracks were to unite at Whitesboro, N.Y., on July 17, 
with the 3d Battalion, from Fort Ontario, which started 
on July 12. The 1st and 2d Battalion made stops, sep- 
arately, at the following towns: Allendale, Greensboro, 
tedfield, Thompson’s Corners, Coonrod, Whitesboro. The 
3d Battalion made the following bivouacs: Oswego, 
Northampton, Central Square, Cleveland, Fish Creek, 
Stanwix, Rome, The united regiment will consist of 
600 enlisted men and thirty-two commissioned officers. 
From Utica the regiment goes to Binghamton, complet- 
ing for each unit of command a total tramp of 200 miles. 

“In bivouac 2, at Greensboro,” the Sentinel says, 
“there was a firing of an anvil salute, as the troops went 
through, It was accompanied by a liberal display of 
bunting. It was exceedingly gratifying to the officers and 
the command. As a slight indication of the light in which 
the soldiers are too frequently regarded, Colonel Reade 
said, at one of the bivouaes residents made these remarks 
in his hearing: ‘The soldiers are nice fellows.’ ‘Had 
not stolen a thing.’ ‘Paid for what they got like gentle- 
men.’ “They did not make a rough house of the res- 
tavrants.” “They did not insult the women,’ It was 
easy to see that the colonel felt that he had been person- 
ally insulted and it would be a long time before these re- 
marks would be forgotten by him. Colonel Reade is not 
only an excellent Army officer, but is also an expert tele- 
graph operator. For a number of years he covered spe- 
cial military subjects and news for the Chicago Tribune, 
while stationed in that city. He was a member of the 
Press Club there. Later he did foreign military corres- 
pondence. ' 

“The 22d Regiment has seen much active service and 
has seen two campaigns in the Philippines, the first of 
three years and the last of two years. The men are stand- 
ing the tramp very well, and Dr. Robbins finds but little 
to do. Outside of a few cases of sore feet there are no 
patients. On the occasion of the passing of the Ist Bat- 
talion through the city on Sunday morning as well as 
that of the 2d Monday morning there was a large crowd 
out to witness it. The 3d Battalion was scheduled to ar- 
rive in Rome on Sunday, but it was found necessary to 
make a detour in order to cover the required 200 miles. 
The combining of the three detachments will be accom- 
plished at Whitesboro as contemplated. The 3d Battalion 
reached Rome about 10 a.m. Monday and was the largest 
in number of men of any.” The officers were Lieut. Col. 
C. L. Hodges. Major H. H. Benham, Lieut, C. Jensvold, 
Lieut. C. R. Lewis, Capt. H. L. Laubach, Capt. Frank 
Halstead, Lieut. Fred Bury, battalion adjt.; Lieut. W. 
A. Blain, Q.M. and commissary. Leaving Whitesboro the 
following route was to be taken: Deansboro or Water- 
ville, Pecksport or East Hamilton, Sherburne, Norwich, 
Brisbane, Chenango Falls, Binghamton, where the troops 
entrain for Mt. Gretna, Pa. 

NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 

Lieutenant Costello, of the Philippine Constabulary, 
reports that on July 15 he had a fight with ladrones un- 
der Panleton Villefuerte at Caseguran in the province of 
Albay, Luzon. Villefeurte was killed and four rifles and 
much ammunition were captured, The provincial treas- 
urer was arrested and held prisoner at Caseguran wait- 
ing orders from the insular authorities. Villefeurte was 
a brother of the ladrone leader captured some time ago. 

Press despatches from Manila state that H,. R. Talbot, 
a jieutenant in the Constabulary, deserted at Iloilo, on 
the Island of Panay, on July 7, with six men, and crossed 
over from Vanay to Guimaras, where he started on an 
aimless chase over the country. A detachment of con- 
stabulary pursued the deserters and captured Lieutenant 
Talbot, who was out of his mind. The constabulary with 
him were dismissed from the service. 

Rt. Lonsdale, a private in the 16th Infantry, was 
drowned in the Pasig River, near Manila, on July 15. 
Iie fell overboard from a launch while on his way to 
Camp Mclinley. 

Not even so dreadful a disease as leprosy can dissuade 
the Filipinos from their political activities, as is shown 
iby a report recently received by the Bureau of Insular 
Affairs of the War Department concerning an election re- 
cently held on the island of Culionby, the leper colony, 
for the choice of a presidente and “consejales,” or coun- 
cilmen. The lepers also took occasion at the time of this 
election te formulate resolutions thanking the Philippine 
Government for the excellent quarters it has provided for 
them on the island, which is given over entirely to the 
unfortunates and will eventually be made the home of all 
the 5,000 lepers in the archipelago. At present there are 
more than 500 of the unfortunates in the colony. 

The Bureau of Insular Affairs of the War Department 
has been notified by the Philippine Civil Commission 
that an act has been passed by the commission to aid in 
the education of ambitious students who will serve the 
Government as surveyors and thus meet the great demand 
for civil engineers caused by the extensive transfer of 
friar lands and other lands for mining and agricultural 
purposes. This provision for educating surveyors is be- 
lieved necessary by the Commission because of the re- 
fusal of American surveyors to accept employment in the 
islands since the Panama Canal and irrigation works in 
the United States have created such a great demand for 
engineers. 

Press reporis from Manila state that valuable deposits 
of salt have been discovered in one of the small islands 
of the Calamianes greup. There is no natural salt mine, 
but there is an extensive basin near the sea, into which 
salt water can be led through a short ditch at the time 
of the highest tides of the year. At the proper time pure 
sea water is admitted to this basin. Communication with 
the sea is then cut off, and, as there is little inflow of 
fresh water, the sun’s heat suffices to cause complete 
evaporation, The hottom of the basin is some fifteen feet 





' below sea level, and when the evaporation is complete 


there remains a crust of salt several inches thick.

Capt. Walton Goodwin, U.S.N., retired, who died in 
Washington, D.C., July 12, from a complication of dis- 
eases at his residence, 1516 P street, was born in Brook- 
lyn, N.Y., April 10, 1845, and was appointed a midship- 
man in the Navy on Feb. 26, 18683. He was promoted to 
ensign Dec. 18, 1868; master, March 21, 1870; lieuten- 
ant, March 21, 1871; lieutenant commander, Oct. 15, 
1800; commander, July 27, 1897. During the Spanish- 
Ainerican War he served from May 20, 1898, to March 
6. 1899, in command of the Southery. In December, 
1!4)1, he was retired on account of disability incurred in 
the line of duty, and with increased rank of captain be- 
cause of his service in the Civil War. After graduation 
his first sea duty was on the Quinnebaug. The funeral 
services were held July 16 from St. John’s church, 16th 
and IL streets.

William W. Carter, U.S.N., retired, who died at 
Washington, D.C., July 7, was a native of Pennsylvania 
and was warranted a gunner March 18, 1895. 

Capt. William Henry Bunting, one of the few sur- 
viving members of the crew of the Confederate ironclad 
Merrimac during the naval engagement in Hampton 
Roads between that vessel and the Ericsson Monitor dur- 
ing the Civil War, died at the Norfolk Protestant Hos- 
pital July 15 following an operation. He was a leading 
Virginia truck grower. 

Henry T. Crosby, a veteran of the Civil War and for 
ten years chief clerk of the War Department, died in Bal- 
timore, Md., Sunday night, July 15, at the age of sixty- 
four years. .He was born in Philadelphia, enlisted in the 
118th Tennsylvania Volunteers and served until the close 
of the war, when he was appointed to general clerical ser- 
vice in the War Department. He was appointed chief 
clerk in 1872, but resigned ten years later to practise law 
in Washington. Failing health resulted in his reappoint-

Btsn. Rufus Sherwood Case, 1st Battalion of New 
York Naval Militia, forty years old, committed suicide 
on the Granite State, lying in the East River, Twenty- 
fourth street, early on July 16. He was associated with 
his brother, Frank E. Case, in the insurance business, 
and for several years he had suffered acutely with gas- 
tritis, and that is supposed to have given him a motive 
for seeking death. 

Brevet Lieut. Col. Henry B. Hendershott, U.S.A., re- 
tired, died at Skyland, North Carolina, July 14, 1906. 
He entered the Military Academy from Ohio July 1, 
1842; was appointed brevet second lieutenant, 5th In- 
fantry, July 1. 1847, and second lieutenant, 2d Infantry, 
Aug. 20, 1847; promoted first lieutenant, 2d Infantry, 
June 30, 1850; transferred to 2d Artillery, Oct. 21, 1859; 
promoted captain, 2d Artillery, April 27, 1861; retired 
as captain, March 380, 1864, for disability resulting from 
long and faithful service and disease in the line of duty. 
Ile was brevetted major, lieutenant colonel and colonel 
March 138, 1865, for faithful and meritorious services 
connected with the recruitment and organization of the 
volunteer armies of the United States during the war. 
Ile served in the War with Mexico and was at Vera Cruz 
and the city of Mexico. Subsequently he was on frontier 
duty in California and Minnesota and Dakota and served 
during the rebellion of the seceding States. He was ad- 
vanced to the grade of major on the retired list April 23, 
1904. 

The Military Secretary has been notified of the death, 
on July 18, 1906, of Capt. William Yates, 14th U.S. 
Cavalry, from fracture of base of skull due to an acci- 
dent at drill at Boise Barracks, Idaho. He was thrown 
from his horse while drilling recruits. He entered the 
Military Academy from Georgia, June 16, 1888; was ap- 
pointed second lieutenant, 1st Cavalry, June 12, 1893; 
promoted first lieutenant, Ist Cavalry, March 2, 1899, 
and captain, 14th Cavalry, Feb. 2, 1901. Captain Yates 
after graduation was on frontier duty at Fort Grant and 
other posts. He participated in the campaign against 
renegade Apaches in Arizona and Mexico in 1896, and 
captured the Indian camp and plunder. He pursued the 
Indians 125 miles into Mexico, until rains destroyed the 
trail on the sixth day of pursuit, and during two months 
traveled about 900 miles. He organized Troop M, 1st 
Cavalry. 

The funeral services of Naval Constr. Joseph Janvier 
Woodward, U.S.N., who died near Field, British Colum- 
hia, July 6, were held at Arlington Cemetery on Saturday 
afternoon, July 14. ‘The military ceremonies were sim- 
ple and impressive. The escort of marines and sailors, 
under command of Lieut. Col. F. J. Moses, U.S.M.C., was 
formed in line facing northward toward the amphithea- 
ter, and immediately after the casket, draped with the 
Union Jack and surmounted by the insignia of rank of 
the deceased officer, was borne from the receiving vault 
upon the shoulders of sturdy sailors, being preceded by 
Chaplain Pierce, of Fort Myer, and followed by pallbear- 
ers, members of his family, members of the Construction 
Corps and his former classmates at the Naval Academy. 
The escort stood at ‘present arms” until the casket was 
placed in the amphitheater, where the chaplain recited 
the preliminary services and prayers for the dead. At 
their conclusion the Marine Band softly played ‘Lead 
Kindly Light.” The body was then placed on the waiting 
caisson and the march to the place of interment began, 
the band playing Chopin’s Funeral March. While mak- 
ing the transfer from the caisson the band feelingly ren- 
dered Tobani’s ‘Hearts and Flowers.” Over the grave 
a floored, onen-side tent was placed. The fresh earth was 
covered with evergreens and banked with flowers. After 
the benediction the firing party fired three volleys, and 
the bugler sounded “taps.” As the echoes died away 
over the hills the escort marched off, followed by all save 
the family, who remained until the grave was leveled, 
covered with a blanket of white carnations and surround- 
ed with other floral tributes. Mrs. Woodward was ac- 
companied by the Chief Constructor of the Navy, Master 
Janvier Woodward and Miss Anna Young, Mr. and Mrs. 
Mahlon Kirk, Messrs. Wendell Woodward and Graham 
Woodward, brotlers of the deceased. The pallbearers 
were Rear Admiral Charles R. Roelker, U.S.N.; Capt. 
Charles FE. Vreeland. U.S.N.; Naval Constrs. Joseph H. 
Linnard and David W. Taylor, U.S.N.; Col. Charles H. 
Lauchheimer, U.S.M.C.; Lieut. Comdr. Henry B. Wil- 
son, U.S.N.: Mr. Lewis Nixon, of New York, and Mr. O. 
Kk. Weller, president, class of 1881. Among the officers 
of his corps in attendance were the Chief Constructor 
and Naval Constructors William J. Baxter, D. W. Tay- 
lor, Frank B. Zahm, Stuart F. Smith and Richard 
II.

CHANGES IN REGULATIONS. 
G.O. 106, JUNE 15, 1906, WAR DEPT. 

I. Amends Pars. 266, 1313 and 1330, Army Regulations. 

266. Appointments of company non-commissioned officers will 
take effect on the day of appointment by the authorized com- 
mander, and of first sergeants, quartermaster sergeants, stable 
sergeants, cooks, artificers, farriers and blacksmiths, mechanics, 
saddlers, wagoners, musicians, trumpeters, and first-class pri- 
vates on the day of appointment by the company commander; 
but in case of vacancy in a company absent from regimental 
headquarters a company commander may make a temporary 
appointment of a non-commissioned officer, which will carry 
rank and pay from date of such appointment. Information of 
the appointment will be promptly sent to the regimental com- 
mander and if he disapproves it the increased rank and pay 
will cease upon the receipt by the company commander of such 
disapproval. ' 

_1313. The only change in this paragraph which relates to 
mileage for officers is that the words “in the military service” 
are substituted after the words “the travel is necessary” for the 
words “for the public service.” 

1330. An officer does not lose his right to quarters or com- 
mutation at his permanent station by a temporary absence on 
duty. While he continues to claim and exercise that right he 
ean not legally demand quarters or commutation thereof at any 
other station. 

The mere fact that an officer's family or his household goods 
are permitted by proper authority to remain in quarters at a 
military station, does not prevent the assignment of quarters to 
him where he is actually serving, or debar him from com- 
mutation if he is on duty without troops at a station where 
there are no public quarters. In these exceptional cases com- 
mutation of quarters will be allowed only on the approval of 
the general commanding the troops in the Philippine Islands 
in cases arising in his command; in all other cases on the 
approval of the Secretary of War after recommendation by the 
department commander. Vouchers in such cases must show 
the approval of the proper authority and that the officer has been 
on duty without troops at a station where there are no public 


quarters. 

II. Pars. 1232, 1502, 1503, 1504, 1505 and 1508, Army 
Regulations, are amended to read as follows, to take effect 
July 1, 1906: 


1232. The ration as issued to troops will be issued to the 
Hospital Corps, hospital matrons, and others entitled to rations 
on ration returns signed by the medical officer in charge and 
approved by the commanding officer. 

1502. When medical attendance is required by an officer, an 
enlisted man, a contract surgeon, each being on duty, by a 
prisoner in custody, or by an applicant for enlistment while 
held under observation, with any command or detachment, and 
the attendance of a medical officer or contract surgeon can 
not be had, the commanding officer may employ a civilian phy- 
sician to render the required attendance, and a just account 
for his services and the necessary medicines will be paid by the 
Medical Department. When the officer or contract surgeon 
requiring treatment is on duty without troops, or the enlisted 
man is on duty where there is no officer, he may himself ar- 
range for the required service. The accounts for each fiscal 
year will be rendered separately, and, if for continuous service, 
forwarded monthly. Accounts for temporary service will be 
forwarded promptly upon termination thereof. 

We omit the text of the following paragraphs: 

1503. Refers to the rendition of accounts for medical attend- 
ance, and the data to be noted. 

1504. This refers to accounts for medicine furnished by a 
druggist, and not paid for. 

1505. Refers to certifying that officers and men and contract 
surgeons were on duty and when mentioned in certain ac- 
counts relative to the furnishing of medicines. 

1508. Refers to accounts for the payment of special nurses 
employed. 

Ill. Par. 1235, Army Regulations, as amended by Par. T, 
71, W.D., May 15, 1905: Par. 1242, Army Regula- 
tions, as mended by G.O. No. 135, W.D., Aug. 15, 1905, and 
Par. 1507, Army Regulations, as amended by G.O. No. 189, 
W.D., Dee. 15, 1904, are further amended to read as follows, 
to take effect July 1, 1906: 

1235. The ration of enlisted men sick in hospital and the 
ration of members of the Nurse Corps (female) while in duty 
in hospital shall be commuted at the rate of thirty cents per 
ration (except that at the General Hospital at Fort Bayard, 
New Mexico, fifty cents per ration is authorized for enlisted 
patients therein), to be paid to the surgeon in charge by the 
post commissary or such officer of the Subsistence Department as 
may be designated. 

1242. * * * * * * * * 

4. Toilet paper: 

For use of enlisted men stationed at such military posts, 
camps, and rendezvous as are provided with modern water- 
closets with sewer connections, or where the sanitary condi- 
tions require its use— 

For each two enlisted men of the organization per month, 
one package or roll of 1,000 sheets. 

For use in water-closets of offices, post gymnasiums, guard- 
houses, and exchanges, where such closets have sewer connec- 
tions. 

Such quantities as the commanding officer may order as _ nec- 
essary. 
* + + + + + + * 

1507. When hospital care and treatment are required by an 
officer, an enlisted man, or a contract surgeon, each being on 
duty, or by a prisoner in custody, or by an applicant for en- 
listment while held under observation, with any command or 
detachment, and such care and treatment ean not be had in 
an Army hospital, the commanding officer may obtain the re- 
quired service in a civil hospital. If the officer or contract 
surgeon is on duty without troops, or the enlisted man is on 
duty where there is no officer, he himself may arrange for the 
required service. Accounts of civil hospitals employed under 
this paragraph will be sent to the Surgeon General. They 
should indicate the daily or weekly rate charged and the sev- 
eral items of service furnished by the hospital (such as medical 
attendance, medicines, nursing, lodging, board), and should 
be accompanied by the original agreement, if written, or, if 
not written, by a statement showing what the agreement was. 
In no case should the rate agreed upon or charged exceed the 
usual local rate for like service to private patients. If the hos- 
pital rate is itemized, as so much for board, so much for room, 


so much for medical attendance, etc., the item rates must be 
shown. Extras, such as ambulance service, use of operating 
room, etc., not covered by the daily or weekly rate must be 
separately itemized. Accounts which ‘include the board of en- 
listed men, prisoners, or applicants ‘or enlistment under ob- 
servation will be forwarded by the Surgeon General to the 
Auditor for the War Department for settlement and apportion- 
ment to the proper appropriation. If not itemized a just appor- 
tionment is deemed to be one-fourth for board and three-fourths 
for medical attendance, medicines, nursing, and lodging. Ac- 
counts which do not include the board of enlisted men, prisoners, 
or applicants for enlistment under observation, may if reason- 
able and just, be settled under the direction of the Surgeon 
General. 

Officers and contract surgeons should, when practicable, pay 
hospital bills for their own care, and transmit proper accounts 
to the Surgeon General for reimbursement of so much thereof 
as may be chargeable to the United States. The board of 
officers or contract surgeons is not allowable from public funds, 
and the Surgeon General will make appropriate deductions 
therefor. Reimbursement accounts will be stated in the name 
of the hospital for the entire amount paid. The officer or 
contract surgeon will certify to the fact and amount of the 
payment, and must produce the receipt of the hospital for the 
same, which may be given separately or be added to the hos- 
pital certificate on the form. The officer or contract surgeon, 
instead of the hospital, should in this case sign the receipt at 
the foot of the form. 

If the officer or the contract surgeon pays only that portion of 
the bill covering or supposed to cover his board, the entire bill 
of the hospital should be debited on the form, and the part 
payment be deducted therefrom by proper credit entry, thus 
showing the net amount claimed by the hospital. In this case 
the receipt should be signed by the hospital. 

IV. Pars. 1236, 1237 and 1238, Army Regulations, are re- 
voked, to take effect July 1, 1906. 

V. Pars. 208, 249, 271, 272, 301, 828, 1076 and 1077, 
Army Regulations, are amended to read as follows, to take 
effect Sept. 1, 1906: 

208. The following books of record will be kept at each 
post: A correspondence book, a post council of administration 
book, a morning report book, and a guard report book, fur- 
nished by The Military Secretary of the Army; a post exchange 
council book provided by the post exchange. A document file, 
copies of all returns and reports rendered (if not contained in 
document file), ali orders received, in fine, all official papers 
which relate to post administration will be filed and preserved as 
a part of the post records. The records of post non-commis- 
sioned staff officers and other enlisted men at posts not belong- 
ing to organizations serving thereat will be kept as provided 
for companies. The records will not be removed from the post 
except on its discontinuance. Commanding officers will see that 
the records are accurately kept and are properly transferred to 
their successors. 

249. The following named books and papers will be kept in 
each regiment: A correspondence book, a regimental fund book, 
and a descriptive book of officers, furnished by The Military 
Secretary of the Army; a document file, a file of the regimental 
orders, all orders, circulars, and instructions from higher au 
thority, copies of the monthly returns, muster rolls of the field, 
staff, and band, and other regimental returns and reports. 

Of the books and papers herein referred to, the correspond- 
ence book, the document file, the mustered rolls, the regimental 
monthly returns and all orders and circulars of the War De 
partment will be permanently preserved. Division and de- 
partment orders, except extracts of special orders, will, when 
the regiment is relieved from duty in the division and depart- 
ment, be disposed of under instructions of the division and 
department commanders. The other books and papers. will 
be kept for five years, reckoned from the close of the period 
of their use in case of books, and from their dates in case of 
papers, when they will be destroyed under direction of the 
regimental commander. 

271. The following named books and papers will be kept in 
each company: A _ correspondence book, a company council 
book, a sick report book, a morning report book; in companies 
supplied with public animals, a descriptive book or file of de- 
scriptive cards of public animals. These books will be furnished 
by The Military Secretary of the Army. 

There will also be kept on blanks supplied by The Military 
Secretary of the Army for that purpose the complete record, 
description, and accounts of all men belonging or who have 
belonged to the company. A record of vaccinations will be 
kept on these blanks. 

There will also be kept a document file, orders and instruc- 
tions received from higher authority, and retained copies of 
the various rolls, reports, and returns required by regulations 
and orders. 

Where copies of orders affecting the company are not sup- 
plied, the orders will, if practicable, be copied, attested by the 
adjutant, and placed on the order file. 

272. There will also be kept in each company or detachment 
retained copies of all returns of property pertaining to the 
company and full information respecting all quartermaster’s 
supplies, showing list of articles, date of receipt, from whom 
received, and name of officer who signed memorandum receipt 
therefor; also an account of all articles turned in, expended, 
stolen, lost, or destroyed; and the company or detachment com- 
mander will quarterly, and when relinquishing his command, 
have a settlement with the quartermaster. 

Of the books and papers referred to in this and the preced- 
ing pargraph, the correspondence book, the document file, the 
records of enlisted men as kept in descriptive and deposit books 
or on loose leaves, the muster rolls, the monthly returns and 
all other returns of the personnel, and the general orders and 
circulars of the War Department will be permanently pre- 
served. Division and department orders, except extracts of 
special orders, will, when the company is relieved from duty 
in the division and department, be disposed of under instruc- 
tions of the division and department commanders. 

The other books and papers will be kept for five years, reck- 
oned from the close of the period of their use in case of books, 
and from their dates in case of papers, when they will be des- 
troyed under direction of the commanding officer. 

301.: The artillery district records consist of an order file; 
a correspondence book and document file; all orders, circulars, 
and instructions from higher authority, and all returns and 
reports concerning the district or affecting its personnel. 

828. All public records and papers, such as document files, 
files of general and special orders and circulars, correspondence 
hooks, guard reports, moriing reports, the records of enlisted 
men as kept in descriptive and deposit books or on loose leaves, 
sick reports, ete., are the property of the United States, and 
will be required by the War Department in the settlement of 
claims against the Government and for other official purposes. 
Whenever - posts, districts, territorial divisions, departments, 
corps, divisions, brigades, regiments, and companies are dis- 
continued all such records will be carefully labeled, packed, 
and marked, showing the command to which they pertain, and 
will be forwarded to The Military Secretary of the Army. 
Records of discontinued depots of the staff departments will 
be forwarded directly to the chief of staff department to which 
they pertain. 

1076. A descriptive book or file of descriptive cards of pub- 
lic animals will be kept with the records of every officer ac- 
countable for public animals. It will contain a description of 
every animal received, showing the name of its rider or driver, 
the kind, name, age, size, color, marks, brands or other pecul- 
iarities of the animal, how and when acquired, the use to which 
applied, and what disposition, if any, was made of the animal. 

1077. When public animals are issued or transferred, the 
person in charge of them will be provided with full and ac- 
curate descriptive lists, which he will deliver to the receiving 
officer. 

VI. Par. 720, Army Regulations, as amended by Par. I, G.O. 
No. 71, W.D., May 15, 1905; Par. 1242, Army Regulations, 
aus amended by G.O. No. 135, W.D., Aug. 15, 1905: Par. 1372, 
Army Regulations, as amended by G.O. No. 170, W.D., Oct. 15, 
1905, and Par. 1373, Army Regulations, as amended by G.O. 
No. 91, W.D., June 15, 1905, and Par. IT, G.O. No. 194, W.D., 
Nov. 15, 1905, are further amended to read as follows: 

720. On the approved recommendation of a surveying officer 
public animals may be killed to prevent contagion or terminate 
suffering, and the following classes of property may be des- 





troyed, viz.: Clothing infected with contagious disease and 
stores that have become so deteriorated as to endanger health 
or injure other stores. Unserviceable property of no salable 
value submitted to a surveying officer under Par. 682 may be 
likewise destroyed if it is impracticable to obtain the action of an 
inspector on such property within a reasonable time. 

This paragraph will, in its application to ordnance stores, 
be limited to utterly worthless articles constituting the soldier’s 
personal equipments (not: arms), horse equipments, and tar- 
get material, the cost price of which does not exceed $100 for 
mounted organizations and $50 for others. In each case the 
report will give the dates of receipt of the stores surveyed. 

Before ordering the destruction of property or stores under 
this paragraph the commanding officer will personally inspect 
the same and will be held responsible that the conditions justify 
the action. In case the invoice value of the stores involved 
exceeds $500 the approval of the next higher commander must 
be obtained before destruction of the property, as provided in 
Par. 722. A certificate of the witnessing officer that the prop- 
erty has been destroyed as authorized will be appended to the 
report. 

1242. 9. Ice: Where practicable, and where rations are 
issued in kind, ice may be issued by the Subsistence Depart- 
ment to organizations of enlisted men of the Army, and to such 
organizations only, at the rate of not more than two pounds to 
each ration, subject to the following conditions: The maximum 
allowance to any organization or detachment to be 100 pounds 
per day. No allowance of ice will be made to troops stationed 
north of the 43d parallel of north latitude, except as provided 
below. To troopers stationed between the 37th and 43d par- 
allels of north latitude and in the States of Washington, Ore- 
gon and Idaho the allowance will be for six months only, be- 
ginning the 16th of April and ending the 15th of October. To 
troops stationed south of the 37th parallel of north latitude the 
allowance will be for the whole year. No savings or wastage 
will be allowed on ice. Allowance of ice will not be subject to 
commutation. 

1372. Enlisted men qualified as gunners in the Artillery 
Corps are entitled to $2 per month for first-class and $1 per 
month for second class, in addition to their pay, for a period of 
three years from date of qualification and re-enlisted within 
three months, the interval between discharge and re-enlistment 
will be counted as part of the three-year period for which they 
are entitled to gunners’ pay. The first muster and pay rolls on 
which a gunner is mustered for pay must show the date of 
qualification and the number, date, and ‘source of the order in 
which it is announced. Svbsequent rolls will show the date 
of qualification, thus: “First-class gunner, June 30, 1905.” 

1373. Enlisted men qualified as expert riflemen are entitled to 
$3 per month, those qualified as sharpshooters to $2 per month, 
and those qualified as marksmen to $1 per month, in addition 
to their pay, from the date of qualification to the close of the 
next succeeding regular practice season, provided that during 
that time they continue to be members of an organization armed 
with the rifle, or re-enlist in such an organization within three 
months from date of discharge. 

If a soldier, having qualified as an expert rifleman, fails in 
the next succeeding regular practice season to requalify as 
such, he is entitled to the classification and pay of a sharp- 
shooter until the close of the next succeeding regular practice 
season following such failure to requalify. Similarly if a 
soldier, who is classified as a sharpshooter, fails in the next 
succeeding regular practice season to requalify as such, he is 
entitled to the classification and pay of a marksman until the 
close of the next succeeding regular practice season following 
such failure to requalify. If a marksman fails to requalify as 
such his additional pay will cease at the close of the regular 
practice season next succeeding that in which he qualified. If a 
soldier, through the exigencies of the Service, is not given an 
opportunity in the next succeeding regular practice season to 
requalify for a classification already attained, he will be en- 
titled to the pay of such classification until the close of the next 
regular practice season in which opportunity to requalify is given 
to him. Qualification can not be made in the Artillery Corps. 

The fact of qualification will be published in department 
orders, which show the date of actual qualification from which 
the soldier is entitled to increased pay, and the first muster and 
pay rolls will give the number, date and source of the order. 
Hold-over classification will be similarly published in depart- 
ment orders. When a soldier ceases to be entitled to the ad- 
ditional pay herein provided for, or such additional pay is re- 
duced through failure to requelify, the fact will be noted on 
the muster and pay rolls.

EXAMINATIONS FOR SECOND LIEUTENANTS. 


G.O., JULY 19, 1906, WAR DEPT. 

Under the provisions of Par. 27 of the Regulations, as 
amended by G.O. 53, W.D., March 15, 1906, the vacancies 
that existed in the grade of second lieutenant in the line of 
the Army at midnight on June 30, 1906, are apportioned yto 
be filled as follows: 4 

(a) By the appointment of enlisted men of the Army, twelve 
in the Cavalry and Infantry and six in the Artillery, provided 
the latter number successfully pass the examination necessary 
for appointment in the Artillery Corps as prescribed by Par. 
5, G.O. 93, W.D., May 17, 1906. 

(b) By the appointment of twelve honor graduates of the 
institutions of learning to which officers of the Army are de- 
tailed as professors of military science and tactics whose 
students have exhibited the greatest proficiency in military 
training and knowledge—six for the year 1905 and six for 
the year 1906. 

(c) By the appointment from civil life, after competitive 
examination, of such candidates as may be designated by the 
President for examination. 

All candidates, whether from the Army, from institutions 
of learning, or from civil life, will be subjected to the ex- 
amination prescribed in G.O. 93, W.D., May 17, 1906, for ap- 
pointment to the Artillery Corps, but only such number, not 
exceeding six, as may successfully pass the entire examina- 
tion, will be appointed to that arm of the Service from the 
«lass of enlisted candidates. The other vacancies in the Ar- 
tillery Corps will be filled by the appointment of such candi- 
dates of the other classes as may successfully pass the pre- 
scribed examination for that arm of the Service. 

Vacancies in the Artillery Corps will be filled by the ap- 
pointment of candidates of the several classes qualifying for 
the Artillery in the order of merit established by their gen- 
eral examination. 

The candidates in any of the classes specified who fail to 
pass the examination for the Artillery Corps, but who success- 
fully pass the examination for Cavalry and Infantry, will be 
arranged in the general merit list of their classes according 
to their standing in the subjects prescribed for the examina- 
tion for those arms; and they will be appointed, in the order 
of merit thus established, to such vacancies as may be available 
for them in the Cavalry and Infantry under the allotment to 
the several classes.

Referring to the death of Brig. Gen. Louis H. Rucker, 
U.S.A., at Los Angeles, Cal., July 9, which we noted in 
our issue of July 14, page 1280, the Fort Gibson (Ind. 
Ty.) Post says: ‘In the U.S. National Cemetery at 
this place on a large marble slab in the officers’ circle 
next to the grave of Talihina, Gen. Sam. Houston’s Cher- 
okee wife, is the following inscription: ‘Flora, wife of 
Lieut. L. H. Rucker, 1st Dragoons, died at Fort Gibson, 
June 26, 1845, aged 21 years, 5 months.’ Genera! Rucker 
came to Fort Gibson about the year 1840, then a young 
lieutenant, and not long after married Miss Flora Coody, 
among the handsomest and most accomplished young 
ladies of the tribe, by whom he had three children, two 
boys and a girl, named Louesa, who was with her father 
at his death, and never married. The two boys are dead. 
General Rucker married a second time, one of his daugh- 
ters being the wife of Gen. Phil Sheridan, While in 
Fort Gibson, General Rucker lived for a time in the San- 
ders house, next to the present home of Henry Meigs, 
and was universally liked. His wife was a cousin of 
Mrs. M. J. Ross, of this place and also related to Mr. 
Meigs. He resided here until the Mexican war, and left 
with Jeff Davis and other officers. His last visit at Fort 
Gibson was about sixteen years ago. He had a fine home 
in Washington City, California for his 
health.”

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There is widespread belief among the people at large 
that one of the most prolific causes of desertion from 
the Navy is the quality and quantity of the food served 
to the enlisted men. As the deserter requires some ex- 
cuse for his violation of honor and duty, perhaps this 
is as good as any. There may be and probably always 
will be occasional instances in which there is just ground 
for complaint against the mess, but the notion that it 
affords even the shadow of an excuse for violating the 
oath of enlistment is preposterous. It is the general 
belief, not only of Navy officers, but of the great ma- 
jority of the enlisted men themselves, that the United 
States Navy ration is by far the best in the world. In 
variety, quality and quantity it surpasses that served in 
any other navy, and it affords a food supply greatly 
superior to that within the means of the average skilled 
artisan employed in civilian vocations. The Government 
keenly appreciates the importance of feeding the blue- 
jackets on our warships in the best possible manner, and 
its interest in this matter finds emphatic expression in 
the amendments to Sections 1580 and 1581, Revised 
Statutes, contained in the Navy Appropriation Act re- 
cently adopted by Congress which provide for a still 
further improvement in the Navy ration in variety and 
quantity. Those amendments stipulate that when condi- 
tions permit, preserved fruits, fresh fruits, fresh milk, 
fresh fish and flavoring extracts may be added to the 
ration to offset a slight decrease in the issue of maca- 
roni, pickles, rice and syrup, thus affording a much 
greater variety in the food supply. In short, the ration 
now authorized places within the reach of the American 
bluejacket a far better subsistence than is obtainable by 
the ‘average civilian mechanic of similar wage-earning 
capacity. 

There is, however, a wide space between the issue of 
the ration and its preparation and supply to the enlisted 
man, and it is in that space that the cause for complaint 
on his part, if any there be, must arise. The raw ma- 
terials are abundant and of the best quality. Their 
preparation and delivery are matters which concern each 
ship on her own account, and on each ship the means of 
insuring satisfactory mess service are ready at hand. 
That is to say, there is authority to require efficiency, 
promptness and cleanliness in the food service, and make 
sure that the ration shall be to the bluejacket all that 
the Government intends that it shall be. All that is 
needed to establish and maintain these conditions is a 
policy of active co-operation between the executive offi- 
cer and the pay officer of the ship, together with a service 
routine which shall appeal to the pride and support of 
the enlisted men. What can be done along these lines 
is clearly described in an article entitled “The Modern 
General Mess,” published in the Proceedings of the 
Naval Institute, in which the author, Paymr. George P. 
Dyer, U.S.N., states the results of his experience of 
more than two years on the U.S.S. Missouri. He at- 
tributes the vast improvement in the food service in the 
Navy largely to the adoption of the general mess system, 
under which the work has been greatly simplified and 
centralized. At first the purchase and preparation of 
food were centralized, but ihe serving of the food was 
left under the old individual mess system. Gradually 
the work of food service was centralized, and it under- 
went an immediate improvement. The whole mess sys- 
tem became more efficient. A pantry was provided 
where dishes could be washed, thus doing away with the 
old and distasteful practice of washing them at the 
tables. A dish-washing machine was installed in a 
drum room on the main deck where the dishes were 
washed and dried in racks. Orders were issued to pantry- 
men instructing them to enforce the utmost cleanliness 
in mess gear, to serve out clean gear only, to serve out 
no gear earlier than forty-five minutes before the meal 
is piped, and to count the gear turned in from each mess 
and report it in book at the pay office after each meal. 
Other orders prescribed the most rigorous inspection of 
mess boxes, lockers and table accessories and special in- 
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structions were given as to cleanliness, promptness and 
care in the preparation of food, Having established the 
condition of cleanliness, the next thing to acquire was 
celerity in food service. How far this has been ac- 
complished is shown by the statement that on the Mis- 
souri the cooked portions of an ordinary meal for 700 
men can be served in four minutes. “The watch-word 
in the galley,” says Paymaster Dyer, “should be ‘serve 
warm dishes hot, and cold ones cold,’ and ‘no stale food.’ 
On these hang all the galley laws. Meals timed to the 
minute, and steaming on the tables are no more an im- 
possibility in the Navy than elsewhere.” 

The Missouri offers a striking illustration of the extent 
to which manual labor has been minimized in the food 
service under the operation of the general mess system. 
All dishes are washed by machinery, all potatoes used on 
shipboard are peeled by a special machine, when mashed 
potatoes are served they are mashed by machinery, a 
huge meat grinding machine is used in preparing Ham- 
burg steaks, hash and pressed beef, and the bread baked 
on board is prepared in an electrically-driven dough- 
mixer. Meats and vegetables are cooked in large and 
beautifully clean steam cookers and kettles; egg-boilers, 
eapable of boiling 2,100 eggs at a time, are installed, 
and the special pride of the ship’s crew is a forty-quart 
ice-cream freezer which has to produce from 160 to 200 
quarts to provide enough for a single meal. 

It is evident that Paymaster Dyer has made a care- 
ful study of the food service on shipboard, and that he 
has helped to establish on the Missouri a system which 
affords the maximum of efliciency and the minimum of 
cause for complaint on the part of the enlisted men. He 
correctly remarks that the food service is one of the 
most important branches of the pay officer’s work, and 
that it should command his unceasing attention. “With 
the right given to him to bring directly to the command- 
ing officer’s attention any matter affecting his depart- 
ment,” Paymaster Dyer adds, “the pay officer can exer- 
cise enough influence over food service for his needs. 
It is hard to conceive any matter more directly affecting 
him than the possible ruin of the food he is responsible 
for. On his side, the executive, desiring a happy ship 
and realizing the importance of a satisfactory mess in 
attaining that end, will be glad to have the suggestions 
and aid of the commissary officer, while reserving the 
right to decide on questions involving changes in methods 
outside the galley and affecting other parts of the ship’s 
organization. The result will be that the pay officer 
will keep in close touch with the methods of food service 
and will constantly be consulted about them. It cannot 
be too strongly insisted upon here that it is the details 
of this service that count most, and that too much at- 
tention can hardly be given them.”

NAPOLEON’S LOVE OF BOOKS. 


It would appear from the article in the July Atlantic, 
by James Westfall Thompson, on “Napoleon as a Book- 
Lover,” that the modern Caesar found leisure amid his 
multiplicity of occupations to devote much time to books. 
In his youth it was the romanticism of Rousseau that 
captivated his imagination. Later on, in 1791, we find 
him reading books upon travel, the mechanism of public 
life and pseudo-politics, “Notes on English History,” 
which he took at this time have survived. After the cam- 
paign in Italy, travel, polite literature, poetry, occu- 
pied such leisure as he found amid the exigencies of war 
and the enforced reading of despatches, reports and bul- 
letins. “My memory for an Alexandrine is not good,” 
he said of himself, ‘but I never forget a syllable of my 
reports on positions.” Ossian was one of his favorites, 
and he classed him with Homer. 

To Egypt Napoleon carried forty volumes of geography 
and forty each of poetry and travel, 125 historical works, 
besides the Bible, the Koran, the Vedas, some works on 
mythology and a few novels. Comedy he could not en- 
dure. For Greek literature, except philosophy, Na- 
poleon seems to have had a very real liking, and most 
of the literary illustrations or allusions in his writings 
are from classical mythology and history. He interested 
himself in music, declaring that of all the fine arts music 
is that which exercises the most influence on the passions 
and is that which the legislator should most encourage. 
He was proud of the fact that Laplace dedicated his 
Mechanique Céleste to him and wrote the author: “The 
advancement and perfection of mathematics is intimately 
connected with the prosperity of the state.” 

Napoleon formed a traveling library of a thousand 
volumes, and “there were many\hours of the day which 
his Majesty could employ in reading when his head- 
quarters are to be found in villages.” It was his habit 
to pitch ephemeral literature and books which did not 
please him out of the windows of his traveling carriage. 
This explains why books bearing his arms are not in- 





_ frequently found advertised on sale catalogs. By 


means of a lamp placed in the back of his carriage he 
was able to read with convenience. The sombre and ter- 
rible pages of Tacitus’s History absorbed him, for he had 
an active interest in dark problems of the mind and 
heart. 

General Ségur relates that on the eve of the battle of 
Austerlitz Napoleon became engaged in a literary dis- 
cussion with Junot. And what did he say? ‘Politics 
ought to be the great resort of modern tragedy. Politics 
should supplant the ancient idea of Fate in our theater— 
that Fate which made Oedipus a criminal without his 
being guilty.” And he added, “Every coup d'etat, every 
political crime, might be made a subject of tragedy in 


which, the horror being tempered by necessity, a new and 
sustained interest would be developed.” Dramatic litera- 
ture appealed to him intensely. ‘Taine says that his in- 
sight into it was that of a most sagacious critic, and 
quotes with approval the comment on Voltaire’s Ma- 
homet, that he was “neither a prophet nor an Arab; 
only an impostor, graduated from the Ecole Polytech- 
nique.” = \ 

“When he was dreaming of the East, Napoleon de- 
manded ‘a synopsis of the history of the campaigns 
which had taken place in the valley of the Euphrates 
and against the Parthians, from that of Crassus down 
to the eighth century.” 

As cares of state increased, Napoleon’s reading be- 
came less and less of a literary kind and more and more 
of a practical nature. He fondly called his precious 
army lists and the reports of his military and adminis- 
trative officers his real library. “I take,’ he said, “more 
pleasure in reading them than any young girl does in a 
novel.” He always “read up,” for a coming campaign, 
the history, geography, institutions of the country and 
people with whom he was going to come in contact. 

During the crisis which consigned Napoleon to Elba, 
when his marshals implored him to yield and his ambas- 
sador to St. Petersburg begged for authority to treat 
with the enemy, the Emperor’s answer was a quotation 
from Montesquieu, which he was found to be reading. 
During the nine days he passed at Fontainebleau, he 
occupied himself with choosing the books which were 
to solace his exile in Elba. When, after Waterloo, he 
proposed to take refuge in America, he formed another 
traveling library which was to be consigned to an Ameri- 
can house. At St. Helena, as Lord Rosebery tells us, 
the one pleasure of the captive’s life was an arrival of 
books. Then he would shut himself up with them for 
days together—bathing in them, reveling in them, feast- 
ing on them. Under the Second Empire, the English 
government returned some—not all—of these books from 


St. Helena to France. They were installed by Napoleon - 


III. in the palace of the Tuilleries, and there remained 
until consumed, in 1871, in the burning of the palace 
during the Commune. 


Already there are many applicants for the position of 
Chief of the Bureau of Yards and: Docks to succeed 
Civil Engr. Mordecai T. Endicott, who will be placed on 
the retired list with the rank of rear admiral in Sep- 
tember next. Under the law it is not possible now to 
appoint an officer of the line to be Chief of the Bureau 
of Yards and Docks, and some officer of the Corps of 
Civil Engineers, with at least seven years’ service in 
that corps, is to be appointed. So practically all of the 
officers in the Corps of Civil Engineers having the neces- 
sary requirements are applicants for the position. It 
is said at the Navy Department that Civil Engr. Harry 
Hi. Rousseau, now stationed at Mare Island, is being 
prominently considered, as well as his seniors in the corps. 
As announced in the ARMy AND Navy JourNaL of July 
14, the Secretary of the Navy, prior to his departure 
from Washington for his summer vacation, stated that 
no successor to Paymr. Gen. Henry T. B. Harris would 
be selected before Oct. 1 next. Paymaster General Har- 
ris, who is still the Chief of the Bureau of Supplies and 
Accounts, has been on the retired list of the Navy for 
over a year, and during the past few months there has 
been a strong fight for his position among friends of 
the prominent and ranking members of the Pay Corps 
of the Navy. It was first announced that a successor 
to Paymaster General Harris would be appointed on July 
1, then it was said that no one would be appointed until 
August 1, and now comes the announcement that no one 
will be appointed until October 1. There ig excellent 
authority for the statement that when October 1 comes 
around another announcement is to be made again, post- 
poning the selection of an officer to succeed Paymaster 
General Harris. Secretary Bonaparte, when asked by 
our representative in Washington why a postponement 
had been made until October 1, stated that he was not 
yet prepared to submit a report to the President recom- 
mending anyone of the many candidates for the position 
for appointment. Among the officers whose names are 
being considered by the Secretary of the Navy to suc- 
ceed Paymaster General Harris are Pay Dirs. John N. 
Speel and Charles W. Littlefield, and Pay Insprs. Liv- 
ingston Hunt, John A, Mudd, George W. Simpson and 
Samuel L. Heap. There are other officers whose friends 
are also urging them for the position. 








An English military authority takes a despondent 
view of the proposition to instruct the boys of Great 
Britain at school in the use of the rifle, in order to de- 
velop a nation of marksmen, and asks: “In the first 
place how is the average board school boy ever to see, 
much less practise on, a rifle range? Take a school at 
West Ham or Westminster, and in either ‘case there is 
probably not a rifle range within five or even ten miles 
radius. How are the boys at these schools to be conveyed 
to the rifle ranges to learn how to shoot?” It may be 
interesting to our British cousins to learn that in the 
United States the greatest interest ig being developed 
among the school boys in rifle practice, and while they 
may not all become skilled sharpshooters, nevertheless 
many of them are being taught the principles of aiming, 
and the interest in the rifle early developed will in most 
eases prove lasting. In the public schools of New York 
the boys undergo systematic instruction with the sub- 
target rifle. It is also possible for them to hold con- 
tests in the rifle ranges of the National Guard armories, 


So much interest has been developed through the efforts 
of Capt. G. W. Corwin, of the 7ist Regiment, N.G.N.Y., 
who has had charge of the shooting instruction of the 
school boys, and also through the efforts of Gen. George 
W. Wingate, president of the Public Schools Athletic 
League, that an interscholastic match was arranged at 
Creedmoor July 26, as noted in our last issue, page 1295, 
and there will be a similar match in the annual shooting 
tournament at Sea Girt, N.J., from August 27 to Sep- 
tember 6. The boys will use the Service rifle with re- 
duced charges. There seems no good reason why the 
British school boys should not be instructed with the 
sub-target rifle in their schools as the New York boys 
are. They have equal facilities as far as this goes. 
Proper indoor rifle ranges should be provided for the 
British volunteers and militia, similar to those used in 
all the up-to-date armories in the United States. The 
cost is trifling when compared with the valuable results. 
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Brig. Gen. J. Franklin Bell, Chief of Staff, made pub- 
lic this week the following statement with regard to the 
establishment of brigade posts for the Army: “The 
question of brigade posts has been under discussion by the 
Secretary of War, Chief of Staff and the Quartermaster 
General, and their conclusion has been submitted to the . 
President. ‘The appropriations make it possible only to 
begin a general plan by which some seven or eight bri- 
gade posts shall be ultimately built up and maintained. 
Of course, the first steps have been directed toward the 
increase of those posts that are now nearest to being bri- 
gade posts in point of largeness of reservation and extent 
of quarters and plant. Naturally, therefore, the first 
sums are to be spent at Fort Leavenworth, Fort Riley, 
Fort Sam Houston and Fort D. A. Russell. An addition 
has also been directed to Fort Robinson. The Proposed 
increase at Fort Oglethorpe has not yet been decided 
upon, and will not be until the Secretary of War and the 
Chief of Staff shall have visited that post. The question 
of establishing a very large post at Fort Sill, which is 
the best and largest reservation now in possession of the 
Government, is still depending upon the further fact 
whether sufficient water can be obtained there. It is 
hoped that the Secretary and the Chief of Staff may visit 
Fort Sill during the fall. In the meantime, orders have 
been issued for a tentative survey of the Fort Sill reser- 
vation with a view to determining what can be done in 
the way of the erection of a brigade post there. With 
respect to the brigade post in the eastern States and one 
on the Pacific coast, the questions must await the action 
of Congress. ‘The allotments will carry about $500,000 
to be divided between Fort Riley and Fort Leavenworth, 
and about a similar sum to Fort D. A. Russell, and some- 
thing larger to Fort Sam Houston, and about $200,000 to 
Fort Robinson.” 
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In an ariicle in the Homiletic Review for July C. C. 
Bateman, D.D., chaplain, U.S. Army, asks, “Is there 
danger of Militarism?’ and answers in the negative. 
Here are some of the points he makes: “An esteemed 
ministerial friend asked jin a letter not long ago, ‘Has 
war any place in a Christian nation? I answered, 
‘Probably not, but where is the Christian nation?’ Chris- 
tianity as a force in individual character, in humanizing, 
civilizing agencies, is to be reckoned with, but Christian- 
ity as a court of last. resort does not exist. We have at 
The Hague a suggestion of it, but it is a mere suggestion. 
The world was never so nearly Christianized and at one 
and the same time never so armed to the teeth as at pres- 
ent, The world has marveled at the courage, skill and 
military equipment of the Japanese. From whom have 
the Japs learned their military cunning, from whom have 
they bought or borrowed their equipment? From the so- 
ealled Christian nations. Under existing conditions let 
it once be understood that any given nation has given 
over war altogether, and at once the non-resistant nation 
goes into quick consumption, or becomes a prey of those 
who still rely upon the trusty sword or the more effective 
machine-gun. In our contest with Spain the preachers 
were as clamorous for war as any other body of our 
citizens, if not more so. Since, therefore, war is always 
a possible eventuality, an army is indispensable to a po- 
litical government. Before we discountenauce military 
training, let us be sure that such will be forever super- 
fluous, and war has ceased among the nations of the 
earth. Peace at any price, at the price of manhood, at 
the price of character, may mean war at any cost.” 
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There is considerable speculation in military circles 
as to the brigadier general who will be selected in Sep- 
tember to be a major general to fill the vacancy which 
will be created then by the promotion to be lieutenant 
general, vice Corbin, retired, of Major Gen. Arthur Mac- 
Arthur. It is known that the Secretary of War and the 
President have already selected an officer for this va- 
cancy, and that the selection meets with the unqualified 
approval of Brigadier General Bell, the Chief of Staff. 
Since General Bell came to the War Department as 
Chief of Staff he has worked earnestly in the best in- 
terests of the military service, and some of this work 
will be best appreciated by his colleagues in the Ser- 
‘vice when the vacancies among the general officers are 
filled next September. General Beil, in making his 
recommendations of officers to fill the vacancies, which 
may be created in the grade of brigadier general, has in- 
variably selected colonels with excellent records and 
men whose promotion to be brigadier general will be 
approved by the entire Service,

PRAISE FOR THE ARMY. 


he War Department has received the report of Major 
Gen. A. W. Greely, commanding the Pacific Division, re- 
garding the services of the United States Army and the 
relief measures taken by the military forces during the 
carthquake and fire catastrophe in the city of San Fran- 
cisco. The report of Brigadier General Funston, who 
was in command during the first terrible days before Gen- 
eval Greely reached San Francisco, is given in full. After 
reciting the facts of the catastrophe General Funston ter- 
minates his report by saying: 

“Without exception the officers of the division and de- 
partment staffs performed their duties conscientiously 
and so energeticaily that it is a difficult, if not impossi- 
ble, matter to make distinctions in bestowing praise upon 
them. I do feel, however, that special mention should be 
made of the proficiency and ability shown by Capt. L. 
I). Wildman, Signal Corps, Chief Signal Officer, in es- 
tablishing and maintaining telegraph and telephone com- 
munications under the almost impossible conditions ex- 
isting during the conflagration and immediately after- 
wards.” 

General Greely’s report is most comprehensive and ex- 
haustive. It is a yoluminous document and will form an 
interesting and instructive part of the history of San 
Francisco’s annihilation, In it General Greely says: 

“General Funston’s story of endeavor and accomplish- 
ment affords added testimony to the resourcefulness and 
the patriotism of American soldiers. With their usual 
spivit at the call of duty, they applied themselves with 
desperate and persistent energy to the preservation not 
only of Federal buildings and property, but also those of 
the entire community. Without regular food, they labored 
continuously from twenty-four to forty-eight hours, and 
some, General Funston included, were without sleep for 
a longer period. Wherever aid was needed, whether with 
the hose or axe, with dynamite or powder, to save records 
or remove personal property, to help the infirm or, care 
for the sick, these men were always on hand, no matter 
how adverse were conditions of fire or danger. Under 
slightly altered conditions, there might have been many 
casuaities from violence and disorder, having in view the 
extent of the ruin, the devastation of property, and the 
desperate condition of the vast numbers of hungry and 
homeless. No one was killed until the second day of 
horror and disaster, then only two, neither by a soldier of 
the Regular Army. 

“As regards what might be called non-military duties, 
it was clearly set forth that the Army was in San Fran- 
cisco for the purpose of maintaining order, of protecting 
property, and of extending relief. AN operations in any 
of these directions would be strictly confined to methods 
and measures either formulated or endorsed by the Mayor 
as necessary in the public interest. The Army was ex- 
pressly forbidden to seize or impress any stores or ve- 
hicles, and ordered to refrain from interference with pri- 
vate business or restrictions on personal liberty. Au- 
thority was granted to arrest only persons guilty of per- 
sonal assaults, robbery, looting or other serious offenses, 
and the persons so arrested were to be promptly turned 
over to the nearest police authority. In short, the Army 
was to be strictly subordinate to the civil authorities.” 

General Greely agrees with General Funston that it 
would be impossible to give a list of the officers and men 
of the Army who especially distinguished themselves. 
All did excellently. He mentions especially, however, 
because their work came under his personal supervision, 
the officers of the division staff whose duties were per- 
formed so admirably that Generai Greely felt constrained 
to eal] atiention to them as individuals. They were Col. 
S. P. Jocelyn, chief of staff; Lieutenant Colonel Lun- 
deen, who had charge of the inspections; Lieut. Col. Lea 
Febiger, in charge of the relief food stations: Lieutenant 
Colonel Wisser, a general inspector; Major Dunning, the 
military secretary; Captain Haan, of General Greely’s 
personal staff, and Col. W. H. Heuer, of the Corps of 
Engineers. 

In concluding his report General Greely says: ‘The 
services of the Army in San Francisco form a unique page 
in military history. Despite the strictly professional 
training of the United States Army, it has shown unsus- 
pected powers of adaptability to unprecedented and dif- 
ficult. conditions. Accustomed to supreme command, it 
has known in a great public calamity how to subordinate 
itself for an important civic duty—the relief of the desti- 
tute and homeless. In this work there were no signs of 
military degeneration, in officers or men. Thrown into 
intimate relations with the State and municipal authori- 
ties, serving side by side with the National Guard of Cali- 
fornia, and wiih the police department of San Francisco, 
co-operating with the great civil organization of the Red 
Cross, its operations have been free from violence, from 
quarrels, and even from bickerings, I do not think it too 
much to claim that this demonstrates the adaptability of 
the average American, who makes an unsurpassed soldier 
without impairing his higher qualities as a man and as 
a citizen.” 


DECISIONS OF THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 
1. Inquiry was made whether the blanket roll was re- 
quired to be worn at skirmish fire in competitions. De- 





cided in the negative. 

2. Where the commanding officer on June 30 has been 
in command but a short time and feels unable to properly 
report on the qualifications of the officers of his com- 
mand it is decided that he should fill in the data obtain- 
able from the records and from the officers concerned. 
and thai the reports be then sent for completion to the 
officer who had been in command during most of the year. 

3. Two requests were received from staff officers and 
one from an oftlicer of an Engineer battalion under the 
provisions of Small Arms Firing Regulations, to enter 
Division Pistol Competitions. As their respective chiefs 
of bureau approved the requests and the number of of- 
ficers authorized to attend has not been exceeded, the 
requests were approved, 

4. Are sergeants of foot. troops required to take the 
course in pistol practice? This question was raised, in- 
asmuch as there is an allowance of pistol ammunition 
for sergeants of Infantry, and revolvers are held on hand 
by company commanders for issue to sergeants on special 
occasions. As this question was raised previously, and 
Circular 31, W.D., 1904, was issued to make clear the 
proper procedure, the writer's attention was called to 
that circular, which prescribes such pistol practice as is 
necessary to acquaint sergeants with the handling and 
use of the weapon. 
5. A.R. relating to the disposition of the effects of de- 
ceased soldiers have been amended to make it clear that 
they apply to retired soldiers where the death occurs at 
a place under military jurisdiction, 

6. The law governing fuel allowance for officers having 


been amended, changes in certain paragraphs of the 
Army Regulations were made to conform to the law. 

7. A.R. 1488 prescribes that the charge for civilian 
employees when admitted to hospital shall be forty cents 
per day. It appears that at some Alaskan posts the cost 
of the meat ration alone is about forty cents. A charge 
of sixty cents for civilian employees admitted to hospita! 
in Alaskan posts is considered equitable, and was ordered 
accordingly. 

The General Staff of the Army has rendered an im- 
portant opinion, which has been approved by the Secre- 
tary of War, on Paragraph 477, of the Infantry Drill 
Regulations. The matter arose through a communica- 
tion received from Col. C. D. Cowles, commanding the 
5th Infantry, in which he asked the following questions: 
“Paragraph 474 (Infantry Drill Regulations). Does the 
battalion commander return the salutes of the drum 
major, company commanders and non-commissioned staff 
officers while passing in review at the close of battalion 
parade? Does the regimental commander return the sa- 
lute of the drum major and battalion commanders while 
passing in review at the close of regimental parade? The 
general rule is, that the reviewing officer returns the 
salute of the commanding officer of the troops only, but 
in the cases cited there is no common commander, unless 
the reviewing officer retains command and acts in a dual 
eapacity, which is not in accordance with the general 
principles of review.” In replying to these questions 
the War Department has rendered the following de- 
cision which will be found of interest to the Army and 
National Guard: 

“The concluding part of a regimental or of a battalion 
parade is governed as far as practicable by ‘the principles 
of review.’ When the commanding officer of the regi- 
ment or battalion, after giving his commands for the 
march past, returns saber and relinquishes the duty of 
command for that of reviewing officer, there is no com- 
mander left for the entire body, but it still marches in 
review as a body and not as so many independent units. 
The general rule laid down in Par. 444 for all reviews 
should apply, i.e., the reviewing officer should not return 
the salutes of the subordinate commanders. The answer 
to both questions is, therefore, in the negative.” 

Several decisions of interest to the Army relating to 
target practice have been announced from the War De- 
partment, In answer to a request of Lieut: Col. Joseph 
Garrard, 14th Cav., for decision with regard to the meth- 
od of using the blanket roll in target practice, the Act- 
ing Secretary of War decides that the use of the blanket 
roll as a rest in target firing is forbidden. Capt. George 
II. Estes, 20th Inf., asked for decision as to the wearing 
of the blanket roll in rifle competitions and was informed 
that G.O. 44, War Department, current series, applies 
only to practice and not to competitions, The ©.O. of the 
23d Infantry asked for decision as to whether sergeants 
of infantry should take pistol practice. He was informed 
that such non-commisisoned officers, while not armed with 
the pistol, will, nevertheless, take sufficient pistol prac- 
tice, in the discretion of company commanders, and with- 
in the allowance, to familiarize them with the weapon, 
as provided in Circular No, 31, War Department, series 
of 1904. 

ALLOTMENTS OF APPROPRIATIONS. 

The Secretary of War has approved the allotments 
made by the Quartermaster General of the Army of the 
appropriations for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1907, 
for military posts, and barracks and quarters. A total 
of $4,175,000 was appropriated by Congress for barracks 
and quarters and an additional appropriation of $875,000 
was carried in the Sundry Civil bill for military posts. 
The Quartermaster’s Department has set aside out of 
these appropriations the following items: Rents, $345,-. 
000; annual repairs, special repairs, enlargements, etce., 
$855,000; for steel wall barrack lockers, $45,000; for 
veterinary hospitals, $83,000; and for rentals and other 
expenses incident to maneuvers, $150,000, making a total 
set aside for general purposes of $1,458,000. The follow- 
ing is a statement of various projects for new construc- 
at military posts as approved by the Secretary of 

ar: 

Fort Adams, R.I.: Storehouse and office building for 
Artillery, Engineer and Signal Depot. Aleatraz Island, 
Cal.: ‘lo complete barracks for four companies, now 
under construction.

The total allotted for military posts is $774,500; for 
barracks and quarters, $3,252,255; Army transportation, 
$198.941; and for regular supplies, $201,506. It is pro- 
posed to utilize the balance remaining from both appro- 
priations, of $586,383, for new buildings and improve- 
ments required to carry out the purposes indicated at the 
two posts named below as follows: 

Fort Leavenworth, Kans.: To complete accommoda- 
tions required for the proper operation of the General 
Service and Staff School. and also to provide quarters 
and barracks for one additional regiment of Infantry. 
Fort Riley, Kans.: 'To begin the work of providing ac- 
commodations at this post for the following additional 
troops: Two regiments of Infantry, one battalion of En- 
gineers, one company of the Signal Corps, and one com- 
pany of the Hospital Corps. It is recommended also 
that $150,000 of the unallotted balance be set aside for 
the purchase of a large addition to the reservation at 
Fort Oglethorpe, Ga.

THE BRITISH ARMY AS A PROFESSION, 
(From The Army and Navy Gazette.) 

Great as is the future required for the army, there is, 
unfortunately, no denying that under the present régime 
its prospects as a profession have not improved, There 
is much more work to do than there used to be for the 
officer, much more in the way of preparation for exami- 
nations and writing essays, and many are the serious con- 
sequences that will ensue if he should fail in these things. 

But this is not the cause of the reluctance of fathers 
t» put their boys into the army. The British officer 
asks nothing betier than to be taken seriously, and he 
will make many sacrifices to wear the King’s uniform. 
But the number of those who enter the army on grounds 
of sentiment is falling off. The British public asks that 
the army shall do its work in a business-like way, and is 
right in so asking, but it declines to act in a business- 
like way itself, and to pay for what it receives. Still, as 
we have often said, important as is the question of pay, 
it is not the only, nor even the chief cause of the present 
difficulty, VPartly, no doubt, the scarcity of officers is due 
to the reduced consideration given to the army—a cir- 
cumstance likely to inerease rather than decrease. As 
the young officer says, the generous British public, after 
declining to pay properly for services rendered and sacri- 
fices made, calls the officer ‘ta d———d fool” in addition. 

There is scarcely any branch of the army that gives 
adequate prospect of advancement. Already the position 
of colonels of the Royal Artillery is highly unsatisfac- 
tory, and, there appearing to be no prospect of the ap- 
pointment of artillery brigadiers for the divisional artil- 
lery in the army commands, which as we before indicated 
as a military necessity, the opportunities of employment 
are not likely to be increased. The percentage of officers 
who attain the rank of colonel on the staff is small, and 
the pay of that rank, by the new consolidated rules, has 
been diminished by about £150 a year. The Royal En- 
gineers are even in a worse case, and have been treated 
with very little sympathy or understanding. Only two 
officers of the corps are admitted yearly to the Staff Col- 
lege, and many fairly paid appointments which used to 
fall to senior Royal Engineer officers have latterly been 
filled by civilians, while the submarine miners have been 
abolished, ‘Thus the opportunities for promotion and em- 
ployment have tended to shrink, and the best reward for 
service has thereby been taken away. 

The same is more or less the case with the infantry, 
though it is not so marked, Yet the chance of advance- 
ment has been very greatly reduced, and unless youths 
be.e more than the average in the qualities of talent and 
application they cannot expect to rise high. Moreover, 
if they fail twice for the examination for captain or ma- 
jor, they may be turned out forthwith without any pen- 
sion or gratuity, This is a disability of the military ser- 
vice that has no parallel in civilian professions, in which 
the final examinations are passed by young men and not 
by those who are approaching middle life. The chance

duced has also greatly increased, and officers are brought 
in from the staff or some other regiment, or even in ex- 
ceptional cases from some other branch of the service, to 
the serious damage of the ordinary regimental officer. 
The profession not being at all lucrative, it is, perhaps. 
not surprising that some parents think it “not good 
enough.” We are personally acquainted with many senior 
officers who take this view, many of whom are much 
more ready to put their sons in the navy than in the 
army.

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THE QUESTION OF ARMOR PLATE. 


In explanation of his action in awarding one-half of 
the contract for armor to the Bethlehem Steel Company 
and the Carnegie Company, Secretary Bonaparte says: 

“The Secretary of the Navy is convinced that the best 
results would be attained in this case and the most ex- 
peditious delivery of the armor in question would be se- 
cured if the contracts were divided between the three 
bidders. It seems to him clear that it would be against 
public policy and the best interests of the naval service, 
and, more especially, would seriously affect the assurance 
of good results and expeditious delivery of materials under 
this particular contract, if the Government were to find 
itself obliged to trust to a single armor plant to supply 
its needs, all American competitors having retired, at 
least temporarily, from the business, and the purchase of 
armor abroad or its manufacture by the Government it- 
self being at present forbidden by law. 

“The Carnegie and Bethlehem companies are willing, 
and have offered to reduce their bids to that of the Mid- 
vale Company, and to take, at gE perwes there fixed by 
their competitor, any portions of the’ contract which may 
be assigned to them, and it seems clear to the Secretary 
of the Navy that, in the exercise of the discretion reposed 
in him by the act, it will be advisable to divide the said 
contract, assigning one-half thereof to the Midvale Com- 
pany, at its prices, and one-fourth thereof, at the same 
prices, to each of the two other companies; it being his 
judgment and belief that, to attain with certainty the 
best results and most expeditious delivery the Midvale 
Company should be properly assigned one-half of the 
contract, but no more, and, if practicable at the same 
prices, the other half should be assigned to its two ccm- 
petitors. 

“The department has felt in this case very serious 
concern by reason of the language of the provision requir- 
ing all contracts to be awarded ‘to the lowest responsible 
bidder.” If these words stood alone, the department 
would hesitate to take action which might be construed 
as amounting to a finding on its part that the Midvale 
Company is not a ‘responsible bidder,’ but it thinks the 
qualification as to responsibility must be read in cot nec- 
tion with the further language of the proviso, ‘having in 
view the best results and most expeditious delivery.’ It 
holds the Midvale Company to be the lowest responsible 
bidder, having in view the above-mentioned ends _pre- 





seribed by Congress, to the extent of one-half of the pres- 
ent contract, and it awards one-fourth thereof to each 
of the two competing companies, their bids having been 
reduced to the figures of the Midvale Company, as next 
entitled, and equally entitled relatively to each other, 
under the terms of the law, with a view to the best results 
and the most expeditious delivery. 

“It is therefore ordered that the contracts be awarded 
as nearly as possible in accordance with the terms of 
this memorandum.” 

It appears that the Midvale Company is now some 1,200 
tons in arrears on its contract as the Carnegie Company 
has been in its armor deliveries. It would seem to be 
obvious that the division of the contract between three 
rival establishments is likely to ensure more prompt de- 
livery and to accomplish the purposes Congress had in 
view in passing the act under which the Secretary is 
acting, namely, to secure the best armor at the lowest 
price and insure its prompt delivery.

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A CHAPTER OF* NAVAL HISTORY. 

The death of Miss Harriet Duer Slidell Mackenzie, at 
Morristown, N.J., July 13, in the 63d year of her age, has 
recalled the story of the connection of her father, Alex. 
Slidell Mackenzie, the elder, with one of the most no- 
table and tragic chapters in the history of our Navy. 
Mackenzie, born Slidell, and the brother of Senator John 
Slidell, of Confederate fame, assumed the name of a 
maternal uncle. He was in command of the brig Som- 
ers, U.S.N., in November, 1842, when Midshipman 
Spencer, the son of the Secretary of War at that time, 
accused of inciting a mutiny on board the vessel, was 
tried at sea by a summary court-martial and hanged at 
the yard on December 1, 1842, in company with the 
boatswain’s mate, Cromwell, and the gunner, Small. All 
the victims protested their innocence to the last, and 
Spencer, who is described as a tall, pale, delicate-looking 
youth, insisted that what was regarded as a mutinous 
plot was simply intended for a joke. He was a wild, 
harum-searum Jad, whose father had put him in the 
Navy with the hope of taming him down. He was the 
life of the ship and a great favorite of the seamen, but 
the commander mistrusted him because he had acquired 
the vices of idle rich young men and he had been sent 
back home in disgrace from the South American Squad- 
ron for intemperance. Mackenzie was always frank to 
admit that he did not like the boy, and there were two 
of the Captain’s relatives aboard who also had no love 
for him. The Somers was off the coast of Africa on the 
return trip when the so-called plot was discovered. 

The Somers, which was a new vessel when Mackenzie 
took command of her, was what is known as an unlucky 
ship. She ended her career in 1846 while on duty on the 
coast of Mexico during our war with that country. She 
was lying at anchor under Green Island, off Vera Cruz, 
when Capt. Raphael Semmes, who commanded her, dis- 
covered a vessel attempting to run the blockade, and got 
under way and stood out under topsails and foresails to 
intercept the blockade-runner. The Somers, which was 
nearly out of provisions and water and was flying so 
light that she was cranky, was struck by a heavy squall 
from the northward and went over before her sheets 
could be let go, carrying down with her Passed Midship- 
men Clemson, Hynson and Pillsbury, and thirty-seven 
men, Among the survivors rescued by boats from Eng- 
lish and French men-of-war was Semmes, who lived to 
be a thorn in the side of the United States Government 
during the Civil War. Mackenzie is said to have died 
insane, and his lieutenant, Gansevoort, who first brought 
him the story of the plot to seize the ship, was reported 
to have died by his own hands. Mackenzie, the younger, 
was killed in the war with Korea. 

Gansevoort was sent to Washington with a report of 
the affair. For a long time the people of the country 
did not learn the exact details of the execution, and 
Mackenzie was lauded as a hero for so promptly putting 
down a mutiny. But when the facts came out there was 
a loud call for an investigation. Commander Mackenzie 
was finally tried at the Brooklyn Navy Yard and the 
Scotch verdict, ‘‘not proven,” was rendered by a vote of 
9 to 3. 

Ienimore Cooper was especially bitter in his denuncia- 
tion of Mackenzie, and that his action was not approved 
by his fellow officers of that day is shown by their un- 
willingness to discuss the subject. Guilty or innocent, 
there seems to have been no necessity for the hasty ac- 
tion in the case of young Spencer. When the boy was 
arrested he was double ironed and forced to crawl, feet 
first, into a bag. He lay on the deck in this condition 
until the day he was hanged. 'The bag was closed around 
his neck in the day and over his head at night. Besides 
there was always a sentinel on duty, day and night, with 
orders to shoot the prisoner if he attempted to speak to 
anyone, He would seem to have been safe enough in 
this condition until the ship made port. The court that 
tried the alleged mutineers was composed of Lieutenant 
Gansevoort, Surgeon Leescoeck, Purser Heiskell and four 
middies. The friends of the prisoners accused them all 
of prejudice. ‘Thirteen witnesses for the prosecution 
were examined and none for the defense. “We are con- 
vineed,”’ said the verdict of the court that tried the 
boys, “that it would be impossible to carry them back to 
the United States and that the safety of the public 
property, the lives of ourselves and of those committed 
to our charge, requires that (giving them sufficient time 
to prepare) they should be put to death in a manner best 
ealeulated to make a beneficial impression on the disaf- 
fected.” 

The captain wore his full uniform at the execution. 
The three boys were hanged in chains in view of the 
entire crew. At the order of Captain Mackenzie the 
crew cheered when the bodies were hauled up. ‘The first 
thing that Mackenzie and his subordinate officers did 
when they landed in New York was to march through 
the street in solemn procession to the nearest church, 
where they gave thanks for their deliverance out of 
Spencer’s hands. 

Mackenzie was a young officer of some note, both 
through his family’s prominence and through the pub- 
lication of a book he wrote about travels in Spain. His 
brother, John Slidell, was, with James M. Mason, the 
hero of the Trent affair which, during the Civil War, 
got us into trouble with England. 
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The steamship Goldmouth has just arrived at Rotter- 
dam, after steaming from Singapore by the route round 
the Cape of Good Hope, a distance of 11,791 miles, in 
fifty-two days, without once stopping the engines or 
checking the generation of steam in the main boilers, 
This performance is believed to be the longest “non-stop” 
run ever made by marine machinery. The vessel was 
burning liquid fuel, and with so great an economy that 
enough surplus is left to take her twenty days’ steaming 
on her return passage east, 


VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

In his official report of the battle of May 27 and 28, 
1905, in the Sea of Japan, published in the ARMY AND 
NAvy JOURNAL of Aug. 26, 1905, Admiral Togo says: 
“Our destroyers Sozanami and Kagero discovered at 
about 3:30 p.m. (May 28), at a point some forty nautica! 
miles southwest of Ullando Island two Russian destroy- 
ers coming from an eastern direction. Pursuing them at 
full speed our vessels overtook the enemy at 4:45 p.m., 
and opened fire upon them. The enemy’s second des- 
troyer thereupon hoisted a white flag as a sign of sur- 
render. ‘The Sazanami took possession of the destroyer, 
which proved to be the Bedovy, and found on board 
Admiral Rojestvensky and his staff, who, with the crew 
of the destroyer, were taken prisoners by the Sazanami. 
The Kagero continued her pursuit of the other Russian 
destroyer until 6:30 p.m., when the latter succeeded in 
escaping northward.” The Sazanami, which ran down 
the vessel Admiral Rojestvensky was captured on, was 
a Yarrow boat of 306 tons displacement, with a trial 
speed of thirty-one knots; the Kagero, which missed her 
quarry, was a Thornycraft boat, of 275 tons, with thirty 
knots. The Russian destroyer Bedovy was a 350 ton 
vessel with an accredited speed of 26.5 knots. 

One man was killed and an officer and four men burned 
while firing a blank cartridge from a 6-inch gun on H. 
M.S. Essex during the British naval maneuvers. The 
gun had just been fired, and the breech had been opened 
in preparation for reloading. All the members of the 
gun’s crew were in their assigned positions, and stand- 
ing near the breech was Able Seaman George Maleom- 
son, who had in his hands ready to place in the breech 
one of the 6-inch cartridges used for blank charges. In 
consequence of the “back fire’ from the gun the ecar- 
tridge in Malcomson’s hands fused and exploded, blowing 
the poor fellow almost to pieces. 

The joint Army and Navy Board has recently uad 
under consideration the question of the advisability of 
having all inspections of meats furnished the Navy made 
under the supervision of the War Department. The 
Army has a scheme of inspection at the slaughtering 
and packing houses of all the meats furnished it which 
has proven to be highly satisfactory, and has prevented 
the Service being supplied with any meats of questionable 
quality. It appears that the Navy Department has de- 
pended upon outside sources to a great extent for in- 
spection of the canned goods and meats furnished it, 
and there has been some complaint as to the quality of 
these supplies. It is probable that in the future the 
inspections will all be made under the supervision of the 
War Department. 

The cruiser Columbia received orders this week from 
the Navy Department to sail from Dominican waters 
for the Boston Navy Yard with all possible speed. Re- 
ports received from Commander Bowyer, of the Columbia, 
say that there are 165 sick marines on board, nineteen 
of whom are seriously ill. It seems that when the ma- 
rines sent from Philadelphia on board the Columbia for 
duty on the Isthmus of Panama during the election 
troubles there reached Colon, a great number contracted 
a low form of malarial fever. After the elections on the 
Isthmus the Columbia was ordered by the Navy Depart- 
ment to Santo Domingo to form a part of the cordon of 
war vessels which has been drawn around that island to 
prevent the landing there of any strong revolutionary 
force. The marines became more seriously ill and it has 
become necessary to order the Columbia to Boston with 
all possible speed. Some of the men have been taken to 
the hospital in San Juan, Porto Rico, but a majority of 
them could not be landed as they were entirely too ill, 
and it is thought advisable to have them taken to a 
northern climate with all expedition. It is understood 
that the Columbia, after she has landed her marines, 
will be turned over to the Naval militia of one of the 
coast States for their summer cruise. 


The torpedoboat Whipple, recently overhauled at the 
navy yard, Norfolk, made a speed test off Cherrystone 
Point July 13, in which, according to the Norfolk Land- 
mark, she exceeded by a knot the speed attained on her 
builder’s trial three or four years ago. Her speed on 
Triday’s trial was the rate of thirty knots an hour. ‘The 
little vessel,” says the Landmark, “was under the com- 
mand of Lieutenant Gillis, in charge of the torpedoboats 
in reserve at this station, and the test was made off Cher- 
rystone because of the depth of water there, averaging 
twelve fathoms over the whole course. The Whipple 
had her boilers retubed at the navy yard without having 
them removed from the hold, This saved extra handling 
and possible respringing, and is believed to have been at- 
tended with beneficial effects to the boat. It is the first 
time that the experiment has been tried at Norfolk.” 

Capt. C. G. Bowman, U.S.N., commanding the U.S. 
battleship Rhode Island, reported to the Navy Depart- 
ment July 18 that in its collision with the steamship 
Guernsey July 17 at Norfolik, Va., the Rhode Island was 
not so seriously damaged as at first supposed, The Guern- 
sey drifted down on the battleship in a violent storm, 
dragging her anchor and, striking stern on, damaged two 
three-inch guns and their mounts, The injury, however, 
is inconsiderable and will not interfere with the shaking 
down cruise of the Rhode Island up the North Atlantic 
coast. Acting Secretary of the Navy Newberry has di- 
rected that steps be taken to libel the Guernsey for the 
amount of damage done to the battleship, provided pay- 
ment is not arranged for by the owners of the ship. The 
case is left to the discretion of the United States District 
Attorney for Virginia. 

The salvage steamship Gibeltarik, which was sent to 
Spartel upon receipt of a report that the New York 
schoolship St. Mary’s had stranded at that point, re- 
turned to Gibraltar, Spain, July 14, and reported having 
found the schoolship at sea. When sighted the St. Mary’s 
was bound for Gibraltar and required no assistance. The 
St. Mary’s had not been ashore as reported. The errone- 
ous report was due to the misinterpretation of signals by 
a steamship when communicating with the Tarifa signal 
station. 

Lieut. Comdr. John M. Ellicott, U.S.N., who has been 
Superintendent of Compasses under the Bureau of Equip- 
ment for the last year, is preparing a manual on prac- 
tical compass adjustment, to inciude all improvements 
made in articles of compass outfit and compass stations 
on board ship as well as in compass compensation. It is 
understood he will soon be assigned as executive officer of 
one of the ships of the squadron commanded by Rear Ad- 
miral Browuson, 

During the recent visit of the Asiatic Squadron to 
Yokohama harbor many festivities took place, notable 
among them three smart dances given by Captain Drake 
and officers of the Wisconsin; also a handsome dinner of 
twenty covers given by Captain Drake in honor of the 
American Ambassador and Mrs. Wright. Among the 
guests at the latter function were Rear Admiral Train, 
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Consul General and Mrs. Miller, Capt. and Mrs. Logan, 
Miss Wright, Mrs. Schofield, ete. The ships later depart- 
ed for Chefoo, with the exception of the Wisconsin, which 
started on a special mission up the Yangtse River as far 
as Nunking and Kinkiang, and on her return will join 
the rest of the squadron at Chefoo. 

Vessels of the Atlantic Fleet under command of Rear 
Admiral Evans, on July 16, began to rendezvous at Rock- 
port, Mass., for the summer maneuvers. According to 
present plans, the battleship fleet will remain in Rock- 
port until about July 28, during which time it will engage 
in fleet maneuvers. These completed, it will repair to 
Newport, where it will take on coal, and will then return 
to Rockport for another series of maneuvers, which are 
expected to extend over a period of three weeks. The 
fleet will then proceed to Frenchman’s Bay, where it will 
sojourn for several days, and will then engage in pre- 
liminary target work off the coast of Massachusetts. Fol- 
lowing this practice will come two or three weeks spent 
in maneuvers on the Southern drill grounds, off the Ches- 
apeake, and, finishing this, the vessels will once more dis- 
perse to the various navy yards for a final overhauling 
before proceeding South for the winter maneuvers. 

The U.S. eruiser Milwaukee was given her first run 
in San Francisco Bay, July 16, in preparation for her 
builders’ trial. The preliminary trial was considered sat- 
isfactory. The next trial will be held in the Santa Bar- 
bara channel, and the vessel will leave San Francisco for 
that place on July 23. 

According to a newspaper despatch from Rockport, 
Mass., July 18, one hundred or more sailors who recently 
became il]! after cating liver have greatly improved, and 
are now )ractically well. None of the sailors was “94 
ously affecced, it was stated. The liver was received, i 
is reported, un the Illinois from Charlestown, from a sh 
vision contractor, who says that the meat was fresh when 
it arrived at the vessel, but that it might have become 
spoiled by being kept too long before it was served. 

A despatch to the N.Y. Tribune states that a half dozen 
sailors attempted to escape from the battleship New Jer- 
sey at New London, Conn., July 18, late in the night, by 
swimming ashore, and one of them nearly lost his life by 
drowning. ‘The warship was anchored a mile outside the 
mouth of the harbor. Malcolm Blake, one of the seamen, 
who jumped from the New Jersey’s deck, had not swum 
far when he was seized with cramps, and his cries for 
help were heard by Captain Coleberg, of the steamer 
Chelsea. Blake was picked up in an exhausted state, 
and after he had recovered was turned over to the local 


police. None of Blake’s companions has been seen on 
shore. Whether they took the occasion to desert, and suc- 


cessfully accomplished their purpose, or were exhausted 
and drowned, has not been ascertained. 

The Japanese have refloated the Russian cruiser Novik, 
which they sank near Krosakvosk, Island of Sakhalien, 
in August, 1904, 

During maneuvers in the Baltic Sea a Russian tor- 
pedoboat struck a mine off Bjirko July 13. The boat 
was destroyed. All of the crew were saved. 

Denmark has decided to send a large warship to the 
Jamestown Exposition. 

All the battleships of the Atlantic Fleet with the ex- 
ception of the Kentucky, which is now being docked at 
the New York Navy Yard, have completed their repairs 
at the navy yards and are at sea off the Maine coast. 
According to reports received by the Navy Department 
the vessels have now been put in first rate condition and 
will be ready for the hard work of the fall and winter. 

The Bureau of Construction and kepair of the Navy 
Department has received the report of a board of sur- 
vey on the collier Nanshan, at the Cavite Naval Station. 
This collier, which was one of those purchased by Ad- 
miral Dewey during the Spanish War, is sadly in need 
of minor repair work, which it is estimated will cost the 
Government $1,800. The Wilmington and Helena, which 


have been undergoing extensive repairs at the Cavite 
Navy Yard, have been completed and are once again 
ready for active service. In this connection it is an- 


nounced at the Navy Department that it will be the 
policy in the future not to have any large repair jobs 
done at the Cavite Navy Yard. Considerable difticulty 
has been experienced there in obtaining skilled mechanics 
and the Chinese and Filipino labor has not proven yery 
satisfactory. It has been recommended that in the fu- 
ture when it is necessary to make extensive repairs on 
any of the vessels of the Asiatic Fleet they be brought 
back to the United States for such work. 

The Navy Department has devised a new scheme for 
training turrets on vessels which will make it possible 
greatly to diminish the speed of the turning turret. The 
new scheme involves the installation of an additional 
small auxiliary motor. In the past and until a com- 
paratively recent date it was thought that turrets should 
turn at a comparatively high rate of speed, but it is now 
the idea to have the turrets revolve as slowly as possible 
so as not to interfere with the continuing aim of the 
gunner. 

Orders were issued this week at the Navy Department 
for the construction of the two nea-going naval tugs au- 
thorized by act of Congress two years ago, but which 
have never been built owing to the pressure of other 
and more important work on the Construction Corps. 
One of these tugs is to be built at the Portsmouth (N.E1L.) 
Navy Yard, and the other at the Norfolk (Va.) yard. The 
appropriation allows $175,000 for the construction of 
these tugs. In design they will be very similar to the 
naval tug Potomac, but rather larger and more modern. 

The U.S.S. Iroquois has sailed from Honolulu’ for 
Midway Island to survey the inner reef for a lighthouse. 

Rear Admiral Joseph B. Coghlan, U.S.N., and Mrs. 
Coghlan gave a brilliant reception at their residence in 
the navy yard, Brooklyn, N.Y., July 19, for Admiral 
Boné de Lafeyvére and the officers in the French squad- 
ron now anchored in the North river. When the visiting 
officers arrived at the yard they were greeted by junior 
officers and escorted to the commandant’s dwelling. 
American and French flags floated from the veranda 
and on the lawn, and during the hour of the reception 
the visiting officers and their wives strolled among the 


trees. There was no formal reception committee, and 
Rear Admiral and Mrs. Coghlan weleomed the guests. 


Accompanying Admiral de Lafeyvére was his flag lien- 
tenant, Lieut.

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Joseph Smith, who hails from Lowell, Mass.. takes the 
New York Sun into his confidence on the subject of Army 
uniform, concerning which he says: “It is a cardinal 
principle of the military dress designers that the secret 
of victories and the key to campaigns are hidden in the 
peculiar dress or characteristic headgear of the last mili- 
tary victor and nearly every change in army uniform 
since 1800 has been coincidental with the close of some 
foreign war. The four-pound tar bucket hat, the brass 
cavalry pot and plume and the bobtai] coat which suc- 
ceeded the Continental uniform were supposed to be the 
sources of Napoleonic victory and the secret of the grena- 
diers’ yalor, and as such were seized to adorn the men 
who chased Seminoles in Florida swamps and other say- 
ages on frozen northern frontiers. : 

“After the Crimean and Italian wars the French képi 
and long-skirted coat drove out the pot hat and spiketaii 
coat: and horrible, shoddy, hideous adaptations of them 
garbed the men who fought the battles of the rebellion. 
After the Prussians had licked the Austrians and French 
in rapid succession the mute, inglorious Alexanders and 
Hannibals of Washington felt that had the Boys in Blue 
been armed with spiked helmets and swathed in tight 
coats the Rebellion would hardly have lasted a month ; and 
in 1873 they resolved to solve the Indian question with 
the helmet and tunic of Prussia. God may forgive them ; 
I never can. <A black felt, three-pound, badly balanced 
helmet, surmounted by a brass edifice and a horse-hair 
plume and adorned with a brass eagle and braided aiguil- 
lettes was issued to trooper, artilleryman, engineer and 
foot soldier, and a padded tunic was.added to induce pro- 
fanity and apoplexy. p 

“I remember parading mounted in this garb of torture 
on a sandy parade ground in the Rio Grande valley in 
August when the thermometer was 989 in the shade, or 
less, and prancing all over the lot bathed in perspiration 
and profanity, while an antique relic of the Mexican war, 
an acting assistant inspector-general—may asses sit on 
his grave—sat on his horse in the shade of a big mes- 
quite tree, putting us through our paces. I have always 
hated .quartermasters, inspectors and dress reformers 
since that hideous day, and I have often marveled how 
the old scoundrel escaped from Texas alive. The helmet 
was never designed to stay on a soldier’s head except with 
the aid of a railroad spike or a throatlatch; and the coat 
impeded digestion and was a constant incentive to 
breeches of the Decalogue. 

“The close of the Boer war brought us khaki and a 
sort of medicated, hygienic union suit, and ‘pants’ mod- 
elled on the style of the underpinning of a well-trimmed 
French poodle. The use of khaki had demonstrated the 
ease with which a British square, circle, triangle, or other 
geometric shape could be knocked galley west by a bunch 
of whiskered farmers devoid of military traditions. I 
never understood why the Regular was not compelled to 
wear Transvaal galways with his khaki, unless it was 
the then popular prejudice against Peffer and Kansas. 

“The Manchurian war is over and Sergeant-Major 
Taft and his dress reform staff are at it once more. I 
suppose, as Japan walloped Muscovy, straw slippers and 
chopsticks ought to go with the next sartorial nightmare 
inflicted on the Regular; and these indices of military 
genius could be utilized in mowing down the Moros and 
larruping the ladrones in the Philippines. . 

“The whole business is wrong. Give the American 
tailor a show for his white alley and give the soldier a 
rest. Let Corporal Taft deport his blooming Battersea 
bushelman and establish a chair of sartorials with suit- 
able shears, geese or gooses, needles, machines and so on 
at West Point. We teach our future Generals how to 
fight and maneuver; they are trained to feed and heal 
their soldiers: aad it is not too much to ask that they 
study the art of cutting ‘pants’ and carving coats. In 
any case, let us wipe away the hideous slur that we cut 
our ceats according to British ideas. 

“Now is the time for Private Taft to talk up. He is 
a eandidate with a boom. The American voter is wait- 
ing for him to unfold himself; the American tailor is 
heating his goose for him and ready to cook it; the 
American Regular isn’t saying a thing, but he’s sleeping 
on his arms. 

“Put none but American clothes on the guard.”

About 
thirty waiters have already been put to work under the new 
plan and there will be at least ninety when the full brigade of 
midshipmen return to the Academy. Besides, there are stew- 
ards, a chef, cooks, bakers and various assistants. The new 
plan will result in a saving of about $2 a month to each mid- 
shipman. It is also thought that it will result in a_ better 
trained and more permanent force of employees. 

It is expected the plebe class at the Naval Academy next 
year will contain hardly more than 200 midshipmen. About 
170 have been admitted up to the present time, and there are 
a few who have passed their mental tests, but are waiting to 
have waived some physical defects. Some of these need minor 
operations, and others must have eye and ear treatment, and 
will then be examined physically a second time. Last year’s 
class numbered 247 members at the start. Notwithstanding per- 
sistent rumors to the contrary, there is no possibility of a 
third 1906 entrance examination in September. At least, such 
is the announcement of the officials of the Academy. 

Beginning Monday, the 16th, a boat was to leave the mid- 
shipmen’s boathouse at 3:30 p.m. daily except Sunday for the 
bathing beach across the river, for the convenience of the 
families of officers attached to the Academy. Informal hops will 
be given in the Seamanship building on the evening of July 28 
and Aug. 11 and 25.

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MILEAGE ALLOWANCES FOR MILITIA OFFICERS. 

Par. 22, G.O. 140, 1905, provides that under certain con- 
ditions a militia officer is eligible for admission to the Staff 
College at Fort Leavenworth. Capt. Wyatt O. Selkirk, 1st 
Infantry, Texas National Guard, graduated No. 19 in his 
class at the Infantry and Cavalry School last year, and there- 
by qualified for entrance to the Staff College, for which he 
has been recommended and to which he will be detailed. He 
is now at Fort Leavenworth, Kas., and as under the law he is 
not entitled to commutation of rations at one dollar per day 
except while in actual attendance upon the course of instruc- 
tion, he gets no commutation for the months of July and 
August, during which vacation period the school is not in 
session. In a memorandum stating these facts, Brig. Gen. J. 
F. Bell, Chief of Staff, asks the J.A. General these questions: 
‘*1, Would it be proper, under the law, for the Government to 
relieve Captain Selkirk from duty at the Infantry and Cav- 
alry School, he having passed successfully through the course, 
and order him to his home in Texas, and subsequently, having 
detailed him to enter the Staff College, to direct him to report 
there, in an order carrying mileage? 2. If not, is there any 
way by which he could be retained at Fort Leavenworth until 
the beginning of the Staff College and allowed the usual com- 
mutation of rations for the months of July and August (the 
Infantry and Cavalry School closed its session June 30 and 
the Staff College begins its sessions Sept. 1)?’’ 

In reply E. H. Crowder, Act. J.A. General, says: 

‘‘The Infantry and Cavalry School and the Staff Coliege, 
while conducted at the same military post, are separate and 
distinct institutions with separate and distinct courses of in- 
struction. The right of a militia officer detailed for instruc- 
tion at the Infantry and Cavalry School to receive mileage al- 
lowances to and from said school, reckoned from his place of 
residence, is clear. If, having qualified at said school for en- 
trance to the Staff College, he is subsequently detailed for a 
course of instruction thereat, his right to a similar travel al- 
lowances to and from said college cannot, I think, be ques- 
tioned. I am, therefore, of the opinion that the first inquiry 
above should be answered in the affirmative. 

‘*As to the second inquiry propounded above, it is to be 
observed that the language of the statute above quoted is 
peculiar in that the right to quarters, or commutation there- 
of, is made dependent upon attendance upon a military school 
or college, while the right to receive commutation of subsis- 
tence is made dependent upon ‘actual attendance upon the 
course of instruction.’ The schools at Fort Leavenworth have 
a continuous existence and the right, therefore, of an officer 
detailed to attend them to q-arters, or commutation thereof, 
during the interim between school years must be conceded; 
but, as during such interim the courses of instruction at these 
schools are closed, resuming at the end of said interim with 
new classes, I do not think that an officer remaining at Fort 
Leavenworth with a view to joining a succeeding class could 
be held to be in actual attendance upon a course of instruc- 
tion in the sense in which that language is employed in the 
statute. I am, therefore, of the opinion that the second in- 
quiry propounded above should be answered in the negative."’

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NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


The National Guard of Pennsylvania will be inspected at 
the annual encampment to be held at Gettysburg, July 21 to 
28, 1906. This inspection will be conducted by the Inspector 
General in person, and will be preceded by a review. Ratings 
on ceremonies will be made by Col. Ezra H. Ripple, staff of 
the Commander-in-Chief. Guard duty, including guard mount- 
ing, will be inspected by Lieut. Col. John Penney, Division 
Inspector. The inspection of books and papers will be under 
the supervision of the Judge Advocate General. Condition of 
camps, during the entire tour, will be made a subject of rat- 
ing, the brigade inspectors being assigned to this duty. The 
sanitary condition of camps will also be made a subject of 
rating and will be under the supervision of the Surgeon Gen- 
eral. All inspectors will make ratings upon discipline. The 
condition of camps and the interior of tents, the conduct of 
mén off duty, and the order in camp after taps, the detraining 
and entraining of troops, and the condition of cars, will he 
important factors in the rating fer discipline. The following 
officers of the U.S. Army have been detailed by the Secretary 
of War, to attend the encampment: Major Joseph T. Dick- 
man, Capt. Charles H. Muir, Capt. John W. Furlong and Capt.

Adjutant General Stewart, of Pennsylvania, announces that 
the annual rifle, revolver and carbine competitions for 1906 
will be held upon the State rifle range at Mt. Gretna, Pa., be- 
ginning Aug. 20, under the direction of the general inspector 
of rifle practice, and gives instructions relative thereto. The 
National Guard of the State will be represented by a team 
consisting of one team captain, one team coach, one team 
spotter, twelve principals, and three alternates, eighteen in all. 
The team as above will be selected by the general inspector of 
rifle practice as follows: The fifteen men making the highest 
general average during the State competitions, and five men 
to be named by the general inspector of rifle practice, all of 
whom will remain at Mount Gretna for practice, and from 
these twenty men fifteen will be selected to represent the 
State. 

The figures of merit of organization, Connecticut National 
Guard, for the drill season, Nov, 1, 1905, to May 31, 1906, 
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are as follows: Brigade, 88.38; machine gun battery, 96.52; 
hospital corps, 93.59; 2d Infantry, 92.67; Troop A, Cavalry, 
90.94; signal corps, 89.10; 1st Infantry, 88.05; Separate 
Company, Infantry, 87.82; 3d Infantry, 85.27; Battery A, 
Field Artillery, 83.26; Coast Artillery, 76.56. 

Maryland’s team at Sea Girt next September will be picked 
from a preliminary team of twenty. A large portion of the 
practice given the team will be in skirmish firing, and much 
attention will be given to the long ranges. 

The new armory for Company I, 10th Regiment, at Flushing, 
N.Y., is the largest and most pretentious building in Flushing. 
The plot has a frontage of 215 feet on Broadway, and is 250 
feet deep. ‘The dimensions of the building on the ground are 
112 feet across the front by 166 feet deep, leaving ample 
space on every side for beautiful lawns. The general style 
and plan are a reproduction of the armory in Gloversville, N. 
Y. The drill hall is 93 by 124 feet. Gymnasium and bowl- 
ing alleys are in the basement. A large company assembly 
room is in the round tower at the left. The tower rises 
eighty feet above the street, and from the top a splendid view 
is obtained of Manhattan. Another large room for reading, 
and for billiard and pool tables. Lockers are in the gallery 
across the rear of the drill hall. The cost of the plot was 
$10,000, and the contract price for the building $70,000. 

The annual encampment for the instruction of the Kansas 
National Guard will be held at Fort Riley for seven days, 
commencing Aug. 19 and ending Aug. 26. All troops will ar- 
rive in camp on Saturday, Aug. 18. The Kansas National 
Guard will take part in the regular field maneuvers of the 
United States Army, and at all times while in camp will be 
subject to the orders of the United States officers in command. 
Commanding officers are enjoined at once to institute a thor- 
ough and systematic course of instruction in their commands, 
that they may be brought to the highest degree of efficiency, 
and to that end no enlistment will be allowed after Aug. 1, 
1906, until the return from camp, except men or more than 
three months’ experience in the Guard of the State of Kan- 
sas or other States or in the Army or Navy of the United 
States. 


The C.Q., 1st Brigade, of Michigan, will report with his 
command to Brig. Gen. W. H. Carter, U.S.A., at Fort Benja- 
min Harrison, Lawrence, Marion county, Indiana, on Aug. 4, 
1906, for duty at the encampment to be held there. The C.O., 
Troop A, Cav., Co. A, Signal Corps, and Ist Battery, F.A., 
will report for duty at said encampment.

The company recently mustered 
into the service of Michigan, at Pontiac, will be designated 
as Co. E, 3d Infantry. The company recently mustered into 
the service at Ishpeming will be designated as Co. I, 3d In- 
fantry. 

The encampment of the National Guard of Washington of 
this year will be a joint camp in which the Regular troops 
in the Department of the Pacific, and the State organizations 
within the same limits, will take part. The dates assigned 
for the National Guard of Washington are Aug. 11 to 18. An 
arrangement has been made under which new khaki clothing 
is promised for delivery in Olympia July 20. 

The 1st Brigade of Connecticut National Guard, under com- 
mand of Gen. Russell Frost, went into camp at Niantic July 9. 
There were strenuous field maneuvers as well as the usual camp 
routine. General Grant, U.S.A., reviewed the troops on July 12. 
The 1st Regiment was absent, as it goes to Mount Gretna, Pa., 
in August. The 2d Infantry and machine gun battery detrained 
at Lyme and took up a seven-mile ‘hike’ inland to Paine’s 
farm, in anticipation of an attack upon Camp Cole some time 
during the night.

By July 11 
the camp was finally settled with the two bodies of infantry, 
machine gun battery, hospital corps, signal corps, and Troop A, 
Cavalry. 

Brigadier General Tanner, of Rhode Island, made it plain to 
the men in the State military encampment on July 10 that they 
were not down at Quonset Point for fun. He lectured the 
troops and told them that all horse play must stop, that the 
camp was for duty and the observance of military decorum. 
He also sent out a special squad in the evening to put a stop 
to skylarking. He succeeded in improving the discipline of the 
camp very largely. Governor Utter reviewed the troops on 
July 13. 


MASSACHUSETTS, 

The 8th Infantry, Col. W. A. Pew, jr.; the 2d Battalion, 
Corps of Artillery, Major N. O. Danfoyth; 1st Corps of Cadets, 
Lieut. Col. T. Talbot, and the 2d Corps of Cadets, Lieut. Col. 
Andrew Fitz, of the Massachusetts militia, all concluded a suc- 
cessful eight days’ tour of camp duty on July 14. 

The 8th Infantry encamped at South Framingham, and at 
the first evening parade, Colonel Pew told his officers and 
men exactly what was expected of them in the way of work and 
good behavior, and his remarks were not forgotten. At the 
first evening parade, the only battalion taking part was the Ist, 
the 2d and 3d Battalions being drawn up as spectators in order 
that they might have an object lesson. The 2d Battalion later 
had evening parade alone, then the 3d, and finally the whole 
regiment on different evenings. The regiment put in a week 
of very hard work, and was favored by fine weather. Governor 
Guild reviewed the regiment on July 13 before a large number 
of spectators, and earlier in the day it engaged in field maneu- 
vers. In referring to the tour of duty of the command, the mili- 
tary correspondent of the Boston Globe says in part: “The prac- 
ticability of regimental camps was never better demonstrated 
than has been the case the past week when Col. William A. 
Pew, who was virtually given a free hand by Brigadier Gen- 
eral Whitney, performed a most interesting tour of duty. It 
was not only interesting, but the most practical ever performed 
by the 8th Infantry, and for this no little measure of thanks 
is due to Capt. Robert C. Davis, 17th U.S. Inf.,, U.S.A., who 
was detailed by the War Department with the M.V.M. For 
eight days the command has been instructed in every part of 
camp duty, and both officers and men have received valuable 


information frim Captain Davis, in outpost duty and advance 
and rear guard work. While much attention has been given 
to the latter study, other camp details have not been neglected, 
such as policing, sanitary conditions, military courtesy, ete. 
Guard duty has also been well looked after by Lieutenant Col- 
onel Eldridge, he having given it his especial attention, result- 
ing in a great improvement at the close of the camp. The non- 
commissioned officers have shown up well, performing their duty 
in a very intelligent manner at all times. 

“The presence of Captain Davis, U.S.A., with the command 
has been of inestimable worth to the regiment, and bears out 
what has always been advocated in these columns, that the ad- 
jutant of every Volunteer regiment should be an officer of the 
Regular Establishment, detailed for at least three years in 
that position.” 

The 2d Battalion of the Corps of Coast Artillery, consisting 
of the 4th, 9th, 10th and 12th Companies, encamped at Fort 
Rodman, where the 52d Co., Coast Art., U.S.A., rendered every 
possible assistance. The men were instructed in Infantry drill 
and guard duty in addition to artillery work, which included 
the handling and firing of both heavy and light ordnance. On 
July 11. Captain Walke, U.S.A., commanding the Regular 
garrison, turned out his men for the review to Mayor Thomp- 
son, and paraded them during the remainder of the week. 

Some 300 members of the Ist Corps of Cadets were in camp 
at Hingham and put in a profitable week with drills and 
lectures and target practice. Governor Guild reviewed the com- 
mand on July 10. 

The 2d Corps of Cadets encamped at Boxford, the command 
numbering some 187 officers and men. The routine of work in- 
cluded target practice from 200 to, 700 yards. Major John 
Bigelow, U.S.A., military adviser to Governor Guild, inspec- 
tor of the corps, was in camp through the week. Governor 
Guild reviewed the corps on July 11. 

On July 14 the Ist Battalion of Field Artillery went into 
camp at Ipswich, the 3d, Battalion of the Coast Ar- 
tillery went to Fort Rodman, the Ist Squadron of Cavalry went 
into camp at South Framingham, and the Naval Brigade went 
off on the U.S.S. Maryland for a cruise. 


NEW JERSEY. 


The 3d Battalion and 2d Troop, of New Jersey, were in camp 
at Sea Girt from July 7 to 14. On July 11 the three bat- 
talions started in different directions for practice marches to 


Como, Allaire and New Bedford. Each man was equipped in 
heavy marching order. The men kept a spirited pace on the 
entire trip, and there were no incidents of a serious nature 
from the time they left until they returned. Governor Stokes 
reviewed the troops on July 12. 

During the camp of the 2d Regiment and Battery B, from 
July 14 to 21, a distinguished party assembled and a joint re- 
view of the incoming and outgoing troops was held. Among 
the guests of Governor Stokes were Gen. Frederick D. Grant, 
who took the review; U.S. Senators John Kean and John F.

H.—The regulation you refcr to is in a general order from 
the War Department, dated March 30, 1903, and is as fol- 
lows: ‘‘An enlistment in the United States Army does not 
operate as a @ischarge from the organized militia or National 
Guard, and a member of the National Guard in his State who 
enlists in the Regular Army repudiates his engagement in said 
State troops, and by so doing becomes and remains liable to 
such penalties as may be authorized by the laws of the State 
in whose military service he has been enlisted. Men who 
present themselves for enlistment in the Army will be inter- 
rogated as to service in the National Guard, and in the event 
that they have served in such State troops they will be re- 
quired to present satisfactory evidence that they have been 
honorably discharged therefrom, or if unable to do so, enlist- 
ment will be refused.’’ 

MARKSMAN.—Par. 1373, of the Army Regulations, as 
amended, relating to extra pay to enlisted men for marks- 
manship, says: ‘‘Enlisted men qualified as expert riflemen are 
entitled to $3 per month, those qualified as sharpshoot«t's to 
$2 per month, and those qualified as marksmen to $1 per 
month, in addition to their pay, from the date of qualification 
to the close of the next succeeding regular practice season, 
provided that during that time they continue to be members 
of an organization armed with the rifle, or re-enlist in such 
an organization within three months from date of discharge. 
If a soldier, having qualified as an expert rifleman, fails in 
the next succeeding regular practice season to requalify as 
such, he is entitled to the classification and pay of a sharp- 
shooter until the close of the next succeeding regular prac- 
tice season following such failure to requalify. Similarly, if 
a soldier, who is classified as a sharpshooter, fails in the next 
succeeding regular practice season to requalify as such, he is 
entitled to the classification and pay of a marksman until 
the close of the next succeeding regular practice season fol- 
lowing such failure to requalify. If a marksman fails to re- 
qualify as such his additional pay will cease at the close of 
the regular practice season next succeeding that in which 
he qualified. If a soldier, through the exigencies of the Ser- 
vice, is not given an opportunity in the next succeeding regu- 
lar practice season to requalify for a classification already at- 
tained, he will be entitled to the pay of such elassification 
until the close of the next regular practice season in which 
opportunity to requalify is given to him, Qualification cannot 
be made in the Artillery Corps.’’ 

G. F. B.—March 5, 1900, the council of New York Uni- 
versity accepted a gift of $190,000, afterward increased to 
$250,000, from a donor, whose name was withheld, for the 
erection and completion on University Heights, New York 
city, of a building to be called ‘‘The Hall of Fame for Great 
Americans.’’ On the ground floor is a museum, 200 feet long 
by 40 feet wide, consisting of a corridor and six halls, to 
contain mementos of the names that are inscribed above. 
The colonnade over this is 400 feet long, with provision for 
150 panels, each about two by six feet, each to bear the name 
of a famous American. Only persons who shall have been 
dead ten or more years are eligible to be chosen. Fifteen 
classes of citizens were recommended for consideration, to wit: 
Authors and editors, business men, educators, inventors, mis- 
sionaries and explorers, philanthropists and reformers, preach- 
ers and theologians, scientists, engineers and architects, law- 
yers and judges, musicians, painters and sculptors, physicians 
and surgeons, rulers and statesmen, soldiers and sailors, dis- 
tinguished men and women outside the above classes. Fifty 
names were to be inscribed on the tablets at the beginning, 
and five additional names every fifth year thereafter, until the 
year 2000, when the 150 inscriptions will be completed. In 
ease of failure to fill all the panels allotted, the vacancies are 
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to be filled in a following year. In February, 1904, the plan 
was announced of an additional structure in the form of a 
loggia joining the colonnade on the north, having thirty 
panels for foreign born Americans, six to be filled in 1905, 
and beyond this of a Hall of Fame for Women, about 30 by 
60 feet, with a museum on the ground floor and a main story 
above of twenty-eight columns supporting a pedimented roof, 
with places for sixty tablets, ten to be filled in 1905. The 
rules prescribed that the council should invite nominations 
from the public. Every nomination seconded by a member 
of the University Senate should be submitted to an electorate 
of one hundred eminent citizens selected by the council. Tn 
October, 1900, the University Senate received the ballots of 
the electors. Of the one hundred judges selected ninety- 
seven voted. The number of names which had been submitted 
to them was 252. Of these each judge returned a vote for 
fifty. The rule required that no candidate receiving less than 
fifty-one votes could he accepted. The returns showed that 
but twenty-nine candidates received the required number and 
were chosen. These were as follows: George Washington, 
Abraham Lincoln, Daniel Webster, Benjamin Franklin, Ulysses 
S. Grant, John Marshall, Thomas Jefferson, Ralph Waldo Em- 
erson, Henry W. Longfellow, Robert Fulton, Washington Irv- 
ing, Jonathan Edwards, Samuel F. B. Morse, David G. Farra- 
gut, Henry Clay, Nathaniel Hawthorne, George Peabody, Rob- 
ert E. Lee, Peter Cooper, Eli Whitney, John J. Audubon, 
Horace Mann, Henry Ward Beecher, James Kent, Joseph 
Story, John Adams, William E. Channing, Gilbert Stuart, 
Asa Gray. 

SUBSCRIBER.—Nothing was done by Congress with Bill 
H.R. 3814.—For the relief of acting (volunteer) officers of the 
U.S. Navy in the Civil War.

INTERPRETATIONS OF REVISED INFANTRY 
REGULATIONS, U.S. ARMY, 1904. 
Copyright, 1906, by W. C. and F. P. Church. 

Under our Army head will be found a decision by the Gen- 
eral Staff of the Army on Par. 477 of the Infantry Drill Regu- 
lations. 

H. R. K. asks: In regard to the movement of the rear 
rank of a company in executing Par. 70, Infantry Drill Regu- 
lations, the movement of charge bayonets. The interpreta- 
tion as given in the back of the Regulations states that ‘‘there 
is no special movement prescribed for the rear rank,’’ and 
that the command is executed ‘‘in one movement.’’ Does this 
not mean that the rear rank executes this movement in place, 
or is it to be construed that the rear rank moves up in the 
same manner as at the command load? Answer: As no pro- 
vision is made for the rear rank ‘‘moving up’’ in this case 
and for drill purposes it has been decided to abide by the 
wording of the paragraph. 

LIEUTENANT COLONEL.—The formation for _ street 
parades is always the same as for ‘‘reviews,’’ no matter what 
the width of streets may be. This would place the lieutenant 
colonel on the right of the staff. Relative to his position in 
column otherwise, he is posted twenty paces abreast of the 
leading company of the first battalion, which would be his 
position if regiment were in line and then faced to the flank, 
either in column of squads or companies. While it is true 
that the band marching with a regiment is considered part of 
the regiment it is not used in determining the position of 
field officers. 

W. FE. R. asks: How many motions are there from port to 
right shoulder, charge bayonets to right shoulder, and re- 
turn? Answer: Three in each case. See pars. 62 and 72. 

W. L. M. asks: (1) In executing company right or left 
are the arms carried at a trail or right shoulder? (2) In 
company right or left turn are the arms carried at a trail or 
a right shoulder? (3) At the command ‘‘right dress’’ does 
the base file dress on the guide, or keep the eyes to the front? 
(4) In battalion parade when the adjutant opens ranks, do 
the individual company officers take the same positions as 
they do in open ranks in the School of the Company? In the 
parade do they verify their alignments? (5) Can ‘‘To the 
rear, march’’ be executed from a mark time? (6) Can 
‘‘Squads, right (or left)’’ be executed in double time? An 
swers: (1) At right shoulder unless ordered to some other 
position than order before command to move. Read carefully 
ninth subdivision, par. 54, D.R. (2) Same rule applies. (5) 
Dresses on the guide. (4) Captains remain in front of the 
center of their companies in this case and do not align their 
companies. See last part of par. 261; also refer to bottom 
of page 156, D.R. (5) ‘‘To the rear, march’’ can only be 
executed while marching, as par. 50 says: ‘‘Being in march.’’ 
(6) Yes. See pars. 7 and 116. 

J. J. D. asks: (1) Executing right turn, is it proper to 
give ‘‘Squad, right’’ before full step is given? (2) Is the 
piece brought to the order, or does it remain at the right 
shoulder at the command ‘‘In place, halt’’? (3) Being at port 
arms, right shoulder arms, what is the position of the left 
hand at the count ‘‘two’’? Does it place the piece on the 
right shoulder then slipping down to the cocking piece, or 
does it throw the piece to the right shoulder, the left hand 
at the cocking piece? Answer: (1) No. (2) Piece is brought 
to the order after executing ‘‘In place, halt.’’ (3) Being at 
port arms, and coming to the right shoulder, the first mo- 
tion brings the piece in the same position as coming from 
an order or present. Fourth sub-division of Par. 55 explains 
the rest.

CAMP CONNELL. 


Camp Connell, Samar, P.I., June 7, 1906. 

A message was recently received from the southern part of the 
island, stating that the Pulajanes had made an attack on Capt. 
F. W. Kobbé’s camp in the mountains, at the headwaters of the 
BRasey and Sabagg rivers. The camp consisted of detachments 
from Co. L, 21st Inf., and Co. E, 24th Inf.

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FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


The English Treasury has appointed a committee, of 
which Mr. Austen Chamberlain is chairman, to consider 
and report: (1) Whether it is desirable that the State 
should undertake to make good to ship owners and 
traders losses incurred through the capture of shipping 
by the enemy in time of war. (2) If so, whether such 
indemnity should be granted gratuitously, or should be 
coupled with the payment of premiums calculated to re- 
coup the State—either wholly or in part—for the cost to 
be incurred. (8) What conditions should be attached to 
the grant of the indemnity, and what arrangements 
should be made for the proper working of the scheme. 

A return of May 25 by the English War Office shows 
that the military expenditures of the principal countries 
of the world were as follows in 1904-5: United Kingdom, 
$157,798,190; India, $100,878,470; Austria and Hungary, 
$87,975,360; France, $136,993,715; Germany, $161,208,- 


135; Italy, $57,256,700; Japan, $23,937,285; Russia, 
$194,208,920; United States, $115,843,865. The extraor- 
dinary war expenditure of Russia is excluded. It will 


he observed that the military expenses of the United King- 
dom, including India, are yery considerably more than 
double our own. 

Five steamboats are being built for a Kiel shipping 
company which are said to be wholly unsinkable. <Ac- 
cording to the London Times, a recent trial of one of 
the boats was carried out in the presence of representa- 
tives of the Imperial navy, the German Lloyds, and many 
foreign shipping firms. ‘The vessel was fully laden to 
represent 200 passengers, and it was assumed that, in 
consequence of a leak caused by a collision, the entire 
engine room division, into which water was pumped, had 
filled, while a hole was made to the exterior to admit 
further water freely. The ship accordingly sank, but 
when it was full of water it had still about a foot of 
freeboard above the surface, thus satisfying the condi- 
tions imposed. 

The battleship Ramillies came into collision with the 
Resolution during the British naval maneuvers, and 
broke two blades of her port propeller so that she had to 
crawl into port with the help of tugs, using only one of 
her engines. An inquiry into the responsibility for the 
accident was ordered. 

Another sale of obsolete British warships was held 
at Portsmouth July 10. The vessels then disposed of 
comprised the second class cruiser Active, the third- 
class cruisers Tauranga, Katoomba, Phoebe, Bellona 
and HWmerald; the special service vessels Jackal and 
Wave; the first-class gunboats Curlew and Rattler; 
the third-class gunboat Bulldog; the storeship City of 
Ottawa; the trainingships Boscawen I., Caledonia and 
Formidable; the drill ships Durham, Briton and Nimble; 
the old hulk Belvidera; the composite sailing sloops Dol- 
phin and Wanderer; the coatsguard watch vessel Frolic; 
the serew gunboat Skylark; the first-class yawl Rose, 
and the 15-ton coastguard sailing cruiser Edith. 

At a hearing before the British War Stores Commis- 
sion Gen. Sir Neville Lyttleton was informed that the 
report of the War Commission, the report of the Esher 
Commission, and the evidence before this commission all 
point to the fact that English generals are not trained 
in time of peace to take responsibility in time of war. 
“What are your views about that?’ asked Sir George 


Goldie of General Lyttleton; but the latter hesitated to 
reply. “I want you to tell me, as General Lyttleton, 
not as Chief of the Staff,” added Sir George. “Yes, but 
I cannot separate the two personalities,” returned the 
General. Evidently the General was not prepared to 
contradict the uncomplimentary statement concerning 
his fellow soldiers. 

The German Post complains that English constructors 
have taken the place that the Germans had won by the 
assistance rendered to Russia during the war with Japan, 
and fears that the orders of the Russian’ Navy will go 
to British shipyards after having “saturated” French 
constructors. ‘The Post also advises German manufac- 
turers to prepare themselves to combat British competi- 
tion, and also to appeal to German finance and diplomacy 
so as to neglect no factor that may aid them in sustain- 
ing the strife. 

The new Austro-Hungarian field piece is reported to 
the Mémorial Diplomatique to be the best now existing 
in Europe, being of forged gun-metal. The bore is 7.65 
em.—38in. full—and the length thirty calibers. It is fitted 
with a telescopic sighting arrangement, and protected by 
a nickel-steel shield 4mm. thick, while the length of the 
recoil tube is 1.17m.—8ft. 10in. The total weight with 
carriage is 1.76 metrical tons. The initial velocity of 
projectile is 5830m.—equal 1,788 feet per second, and the 
maximum range 6800m.—6,889 yards. 

Last year in exercising his cavalry, Brigadier General 
Rimington, of the British army, sent them on a ‘Treas- 
ure I[unt,’”? as we reported at the time. This year the 
program is to be “A Royal Abduction.” The Leinster 
cavalry endeavor to discover the whereabouts of the cap- 
tured ruler, and prevent him from being smuggled across 
the Shannon into Connaught. Getting on the track, they 
press the abductors so sorely, that the captive king is 
compelled to quit his carriage and take to by-paths on 
horseback, his captors eventually succeeding in carrying 
him across the Shannon. During the whole time of the 
operations the troops employed will either bivouac or be 
accommodated in shelter-tents, each party making provi- 
sion for itself, 

A special postage stamp was issued by the Japanese 
government to commemorate the return of the troops 
from the war. Two of these stamps, of the face value of 
one-half and three sen, respectively, were issued, and 
they were available for postage for letters only on the day 
of the recent great review. Not more than one of each 
kind was sold to every applicant at the general postoftice. 

General André, formerly French Minister of War, in 
some recollections he is publishing, tells of his having 
been waited upon by Count Muravieff, the Russian mili- 
tary attaché, who bluntly demanded ‘the reappointment 
of the three lieutenant colonels André was about to re- 
move for the good of the service, on the ground that he, 
the representative of an allied Power, wished it. When 
General André refused this extraordinary request, 
Muravieff exclaimed: “I am bound to tell you that you 
have not kept to the Russian alliance.” It was found 
on investigation that there was nothing in the treaty 
with Russia authorizing such interference, and that 
Muravieff was merely the tool of the general staff clique 
which had hitherto run the army as it pleased, and had 
the effrontery to assume that General André would per- 
mit a foreign officer to dictate his policy. 

The Ist and 2d Life Guards and the Royal Horse 
Guards having their headquarters at Windsor, Regent's 
Park and Hyde Park, have not been out of England 
since they were sent to France in 1815, returning to 
England the next year. The only foreign service of the 
3d Battalion, Royal Welsh Fusiliers, was a short tour 
of duty in France in 1814, as was also the 3d Battalion 
of the Oxfordshire Light Infantry, 

It appears that England has its experience of accidents 
resulting from the intrusion of loaded cartridges among 
blanks. ‘T'wo soldiers were shot in this way during some 
recent field operations carried out by the 1st Royal Fusi- 
liers. ‘The men were seen to fall during the firing in a 
sham fight, and both were seriously wounded. How many 
live cartridges there were that did not hit it is of course 
impossible to say. 

The Canadian government is considering a proposition 
for the establishment at Ottawa of works for the manu- 
facture of heavy guns and gun carriages. In announcing 
this fact in the Canadian Parliament, Sir Frederick Bor- 
den said: “The company asks that the government un- 
dertake to place with it whatever orders for heavy guns 
it may have to place.”’ Sir Frederick said no decision on 
the proposal had yet been reached. 

The Neue Militiirische Blitter contains the following 
details in regard to the Sidjelane automatic rifle, the ex- 
periments with which we recently commented on here. 
The caliber is 6.5 mm., length of barrel 655 mm., it 
weighs without bayonet 4.13 kl., and the length without 
bayonet is 1.15 meters. ‘The weight of the bullet is not 
given, but its initial velocity is 667 meters, and six aimed 
shots may be fired with it in two and a half seconds. 
There is no perceptible recoil, the recoil being used to 
open the breech, eject the empty case, and place a new 
eartridge in the chamber. In spite of the increased ac- 
tion the mechanism is said to be very simple, and the 
rifle is very easy to handle. Once raised to the shoulder 
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it pour ‘ent be leaned: again until six - shots have been 


fired. In a firing test between the Sidjelane rifle and an 
ordinary magazine rifle the Sidjelane got off its six 
rounds before the magazine rifle had fired its second. 


There can be no doubt that more than one of the Conti- 
nental nations has an automatic rifle “up its sleeve’; its 
adoption and issue is, owing to the huge cost of re-arma- 
ment, held in abeyance. 

The Austrian government announces its 
reorganize 


intention to 
the navy, and in the next estimates will pro- 
pose the construction of three battleships and several 
fast cruisers. The Minister of Marine emphasized the 
necessity of establishing a naval base at Sebenico, at the 
mouth of the river Kerka. The biggest warships owned 
by Austria-Hungary do not exceed 10,000 tons displace- 
ment, and therefore they are of no use in the naval 
warfare of to-day; thus, the naval authorities will under- 
take on the first opportunity to replace the old warships 
Tegethoff, dating from 1878, and the Erzherzog Rudolf 
and the Erzherzogin Stephanie, both built in 1887, by 
three new battleships of not less than 14,000 tons each. 

There are 14,919 men and 7,590 horses in the British 
field artillery, of which 1,992 men and 1,380 horses are in 
South Africa. There are altogether 570 guns to 153,557 
bayonets and sabers, an average of 3 3-4 guns per 1,000. 

The usual English return of the great nations of the 
world on March 31, issued as a Parliamentary paper, 
gives a list of ships of different types built and building, 
on the date stated, the date of launch, and displacement 
of each vessel, with armaments reduced to one common 
scale. A general view of the principal ships already 
built may be obtained from the following table:

bor. The birds are in charge of special naval trainers 
from Portsmouth, 


Some German cannon, fitted with the new tubular re- 
coil apparatus, have been put at the disposal of several 
army corps. The rifle provided with a similar arrange- 
ment, which is said to have proved very efficient, has al- 
ready been served out to several infantry divisions, and 
is to be adopted generally so soon as funds permit.

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“FAGAN” COME TO LIFE. 


If reports be true Fagan, who, like 
Felizardo, has already been embalmed, has 
come to life again. 

In spite of having his head cut off and 
identified “beyond all peradventure of a 
doubt,” and in spite of a $5,000 piece of 
fiction published in Collier’s Weekly, it is 
said that the notorious renegade of the 
Twenty-fourth persists in walking this 
earth for a while longer. ‘And not only 
is he reported to be alive, but active— 
nothing less than the “big chief” of a 
band of cattle rustlers of his own color, 
who are running things in the Province of 
Pangasinan in a way which has _ baffled 
the authorities by its cunning. Unless the 
band can be stopped soon, that province 
bids fair to be denuded of all-its cattle. 

The history of Fagan is generally well 
known. Having a grudge against one of 
his officers he deserted from the 24th and 
turned renegade, hanging on the track of 
those who had incurred his wrath and 
picking them off as occasion offered. He 
took up with a native woman and placed 
himself at the head of a band of des- 
peradoes, carrying out a career of deviltry 
extending over two years. Once he was 
reported killed, but this report was later 
diseredited. Subsequently some Igorrotes 
or members of another mountain tribe 
brought in his head, and it was claimed 
by an Army officer and others who saw it 
that it was that of Fagan. The chief 
means of identification was a West Point 
class ring which Fagan had taken from an 
Army officer whom he held prisoner for 
some time. After the Felizardo episode, 
however, this sort of postmortem identifi- 
cation has lost some of its assurance, and 
there appears to be fair reason to believe 
that Fagan, like Felizardo, will have to be 
killed again.—Manila Times.

A few steps away rises 
a shaft in memory of Commodore Preble, 
who taught the Algerian and Tripoli 
pirates a much needed lesson, and near it 
is a shaft to Lieutenant Commander 
Preble, also of the United States Navy. 
Nearer to the graves of the two captains 
is the monument commemorating the valor 
of Lieut. Henry Wadsworth, who, when 
only twenty years old, volunteered to take 
a fire ship into the harbor of Tripoli and 
was blown up with the vessel.”
